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STORY OF THE 27TH DIVISION, 
BY MAJOR GEN. JOHN F. 0’RYAN. 


The story of the 27th Division, U.S.A., 
written. by its commanding officer, Ma- 
jor Gen. John F. O’Ryan, and recently is- 
sued by its publishers, Wynkoop Hallen- 
beck Crawford Co., of New York city, is 
among the most valuable contributions to 
the history of the World War. 

General O’Ryan has written with the 
ctmost care a real history of the division, 
giving accurate statement of operations, 
supported by official maps; orders, instruc- 
tions and other official papers. He has 
prepared the history in a way that pre- 
sents the story of the great achievements 
of the division in an intensely interesting 
fashion to the average reader. 

The two volumes comprising the story 
are bound in durable form, and the text is 
printed on high grade paper, in_ large, 
readable type. More than 200 illustra- 
tions made from actual photographs are 
given. The story also gives a large 
amount of instructive general information 
on the conduct of the greatest war in his- 
tery, which in itself forms a yery impor- 
tant part of the history. 

It would be impossible in this short 
space to note all the valuable points of 
General O’Ryan’s story, but among its 
many features it gives an exact and illu- 
minating account of the various operations 
of the 27th Division on the battle line in 
France and Belgium as a part of the 2d 
and 4th British armies. It includes an in- 
teresting and complete account of the or- 
ganization of the division, its training and 
service on the Mexican border, its train- 
ing at Spartanburg, S.C., before its de- 

arture overseas and its training with the 
ritish army previous to its direct attacks 
against the Germans. 

The 27th and 30th Divisions constituted 
the 2d American Corps, under command of 
Major Gen. George W. Read, U.S.A. The 
27th Division was equipped entirely with 
British military property, which included 
rifles, machine guns, rations, rolling kitch- 
ens, transport, underclothes and _ shoes. 
As the outer clothing became worn and 

useless, and requests by General O’Ryan 
te American supply depots for new cloth- 
ing were in vain, the men of the 27th 
were supplied by the British with British 
breeches and tunics. 

As the American Artillery belonging to 
the 27th Division was taken from it by 
orders from General Pershing for duty on 
apother front, British artillery supported 
the 27th Division during all its attacks on 
the enemy. 


Supported by British Guns. 


It was while serving with the 4th Brit- 
ish army, that the 27th Division made its 
femous breach in the Hindenburg Line. 
In this attack nine brigades of British ar- 
tilery bombarded the German gun posi- 
tions for forty-eight hours previous to the 
advance of the 27th. For twelve hours, 
before the commencement cf the attack, 
British artillery also fired “mustard gas 
shells” on the German position, it being 
the first time that this type of gas was 
used by the British army. 

General O’Ryan tells of the splendid co- 
operation, comradeship and loyalty which 
existed between the British and American 
troops, and praises British officers and 
men in the highest terins. 

High praise is also given by British offi- 
cers, from Gen. Sir Douglas Haig down, 
to the 27th Division for its war work. 
King Albert of Belgium, Marshal Foch 
of France, and others also sent glowing 
letters of commendation of the 27th. 

In the chapter covering the battles of 
the division, following a clear account of 
what was required, the movement of all 
units is given in detail, down to and in- 
cluding battalions, and in many cases com- 
penies and platoons.

He says the Australian troops, physi- 
cally, had no equals in the war, and he 
gives them particular praise.

A list of all officers and men of the divi- 
sion who lost their lives is given; also 
a list of those awatded decorations and 


The division 
lost 59 officers and 13H men killed in 
action; 7 officers and 354 meén died of 
wounds; 114 officersand 4,319 men were 
wounded ; 47 officers and 1,611 men were 
gassed ;.3 officers and 258 men were miss- 
ing; and 2 officers and 175 men were cap- 
tured; a total of 8,227 casualties. . 

A tribute is paid ‘to Capt. James A.

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Senate Hearings on Army Appropriation Bill 


HE testimony of the Army officers 

in the hearings before the Senate 

Commitee on Appropriations demon- 

strates most aptly that the House 
has grievously erred in its radical reduc- 
tion of Army appropriations and its in- 
sistence that the War Department shall 
yeduce our Army to fit those radically re- 
duced appropriations. A close reading of 
the testimony appearing in these columns 
this week is earnestly recommended. 





MAJOR GENERAL HARBORD 

SPEAKS FOR THE REGULAR ARMY. 

In a hearing before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, Major Gen. James 
G. Harbord, Deputy Chief of Staff, testi- 
fied on the three components of the Army 
of the United States and the mission of 
each. The following are quotatiens from 
General Harbord’s remarks on the Regu- 
lar Army: 

“The law provided for the division of 
the continental United States into corps 
areas proportionate to the military popu- 
lation. It required the President to main- 
tain the ‘well-known military organiza- 
tions of corps, divisions and brigades, as 
far as practicable, and permitted him to 
organize armies when he deemed it advis- 
able with the force authorized. 

“We have nine of these corps areas and 
the territorial departments of Panama, 
Hawaii and the Philippines. Three tacti- 
cal divisions, the Ist at Camp Dix, the 2d 
at Camp Travis and the 3d at Camp Lewis, 
are still maintained. The reduction of the 
Army to 150,000 last year compelled the 
discontinuance of the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th 
divisions. Besides the three divisions 
named there are in the continental limits 
of the country four provisional brigades of 
Field Artillery, one each at Camp Dustis, 
Camp Bragg, Camp Knox and Fort Sill. 
No other units as large as a brigade now 
exist. 

“The mission of the Regular establish- 
ment, unchanged from that announced for 
a numerical strength of 280,000 men, may 
be stated as follows: 

“1. To train and develop the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserve, the two 
great branches of the citizen soldiery. We 
consider this our principal mission. There 
are now employed on this duty 965 officers 
and 1,800 soldiers. 


“2. To maintain the necessary schools 
for the training of officers and enlisted 
men of the three parts of the United States 
Army. 

“3. To maintain the administrative 
overhead for the three-part Army. This 
includes the War Department, the several 
corps area and department headquarters, 
the staffs of the several Army posts, the 
depots of all kinds, arsenals, general and 
station hospitals. ‘The machinery has to 
be maintained for three components in 
time of peace and provide for expansion 
by mobilization in time of war. As the 
Regular Army grows smaller this duty 
grows correspondingly heavier—the same 
duty performed by fewer people. There 
are now employed on these duties 2,276 
officers and 14,719 soldiers. 

“4, To provide peace-time garrisons for 
our continental coast defenses. We now 
use on this duty 477 officers and 6,592 sol- 
diers. We are able to man but thirteen 
of the twenty-five coast defenses. There 
is practically nothing left at more than 
care-taking strength south of Charleston 
and north of Boston. 

“5. To provide peace and war garrisons 
for our overseas possessions, the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii and Panama, where we now 
have 1,907 officers and 34,670 soldiers. 
The last of the troops now in Germany 
will reach home about July 1. In our 
overseas possessions the regular garrison 
is the only safeguard for Americans who 
are settled there in case of internal dis- 
turbances. 

“6. To maintain a well-trained force 
for emergency purposes and to serve as a 
model and,demonstrating force for the two 
bodies of citizen soldiers, This force, after 
deduction for the foregoing missions, is 
about 82,000 strong. It is that which per- 
forms the duties which our people through- 
out their history have considered as appro- 
priate for the Regular Army. It is the 
body organized under the National De- 
fense act into divisions, brigades, ete. It 
guards the frontiers and furnishes troops 
for the suppression of domestic violence 
when needed. It is the force which ‘goes 
to the rescue in the San Francisco earth- 
quake; in the Dayton, the Mississippi and 
Ohio floods; in the labor troubles at Gary 
and other places; in the race riots three 
years ago in this city; in the Knicker- 
bocker Theater disaster a few weeks ago; 


in the West Virginia lawlessness of last 
autumn. It is the repository of the sol- 
dierly tradition, customs and ideals of our 
military establishment. Of this force there 
have been for some years about 25,000 
employed on the southern border, leaving 
a few over 50,000 for the remainder of the 
Union. This emergency force must include 
all the special troops and arms, be a well- 
balanced little army, se distributed over 
the entire area of the United States as to 
meet conditions of domestic violence, to 
anticipate which is the part of neither the 
alarmist nor the weakling. 

“The Regular establishment is expected 
by the National Defense act to be a highly 
trained body, ready to fight at any time 
without delay for training or necessity for 
expansion. Under the strength of 280,000 
it was expected to mobilize nine divisions 
in war. 

“The mission of the Regular Army has 
been unchanged from June 4, 1920, but 
the force has dwindled from 280,000 to 
150,000 men. It simply cannot do the 
work with less. Something must give way, 
either the training of the citizen soldier, 
which we regard as our principal business, 
or the coast defenses and ordinary work 
of the Regular Army, its readiness for 
strikes and other emergencies. There is a 
minimum limit below which you cannot go 
with safety. The Air Service can hardly 
be efficient below 15,000 men; the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery cannot safely be dimin- 
ished. The comparison of our Army with 
the pre-war force authorized in 1916 is 
sometimes made. We then had sixty-five 
regiments of Infantry and now have thirty- 
eight; then twenty-five Cavalry regiments 
and now fourteen; then twenty-one regi- 
ments of Field Artillery and now eighteen ; 
but of course we now have an Air Service, 
Chemical Warfare Service, tanks, motor 
transport and many new units which are 
necessary under our mission, but reduce 
the strength of the fighting units of the 
line. If 150,000 or more men cannot be 
had, then in my judgment Congress should 
frankly state a different mission for us and 
not mislead the country on our national 
defense. I believe the appropriation as 
passed by the House of ‘Representatives is 
dangerously small and imperils the national 
defense, particularly striking at the Na- 
tional Guard, the Organized Reserves, the 
R.O.T.C. and the Civilian ‘Military Train- 
ing Camps, and so reduces the Regular 


establishment that the purposes of the act 
of June 4, 1920, cannot be carried out.”

The effect of this vote, it is believed, 
vill be felt in the Senate, not only in tne 
Navy appropriations, but in relation to 
the Army as well. Chairman Wadsworth 
of the sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations is very much en- 
couraged by the action of the House on 
the naval appropriations. He thinks that 
it will strengthen his position before the 
Senate when he brings out the Army Ap- 
propriation bill with its expected increases. 
He has made no secret of the fact that he 
thinks the House virtually repealed the 
Army Reorganization law by the bill which 
it passed. The House has failed, in his 
opinion, to appropriate for the Army au- 
thorized by the amended National Defense 


act. 

The Senate committee has taken up the 
Army bill with its usual thoroughness and 
has, been conducting extended hearings. 
Mr. Wadsworth was not able this week to 
predict when the bill will come out of the 
committee, as after the hearings are con- 
cluded the committee will go over it care- 
fully. Not only will the appropriations be 
increased, but the personnel features will 
be revised. As stated previously, oa 
Wadsworth and the members of the. Sen- 
ate committee favor the personnel bill that 
has been submitted by the War Depart- 
ment. This bill has been reported out of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, 
but doubt has been expressed by the mem- 
bers of the Senate committee whether it 
will be in order as part of the appropria- 
tion bill. The Senate, under its new rules, 
will not be as free to pass new legislation as 
part of the appropriation bill as in former 


proved by the Legislative Committee, to 
which it would naturally be referred. Un- 
der these conditions it would be necessary 
for the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs to report favorably on any new legis- 
lation of the character of the Pershing bill. 

The next three or four weeks will be of 
supreme importance to the national de- 
fense forces. If the advocates of prepar- 
edness continue active as they have in the 
past threé or four weeks there is no doubt 
that Congress will respond to a reason- 
able demand. The diseussion both before 
the Arms Conference and since has had a 
tendency to create the impression in Con- 
gress that the country was no longer in- 
terested in its defenses. 

A very skilful propaganda has been con- 
ducted ,by pacifist organizations. One of 
these organizations, which appears to be 
highly financed, called itself before the 
conference “The Council for the Limita- 
tion of Armament.” After the conference 
had adjourned it changed its name to 
“Council for the Reduction of Arma- 
ments.”. Before the Arms Conference its 
propaganda was directed toward bringing 
about a limitation of armament through 
an agreement among nations. It support- 
ed President Harding’s program until it 
was adopted by the conference, and now it 
is opposing the President’s program for 
securing a treaty Navy. 

As Congress heard only from such paci- 
fist organizations it was assumed at Wash- 
ington that the country had lost its bear- 
ings on national defense questions. Con- 
gress was really surprised when it re- 
ceived vigorous protests against the Ap- 
propriations Committee’s plan for the 
drastic reduction in the Army and Navy. 
(Mr. Kelley has made an effort to create 
the impression that these protests came 
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voted against the proposed reduction of 
the enlisted strength of the Navy, Mr. Kel- 
ley continued this line of argument. He 
ignored the fact that a great share of the 
Reotaten came from veterans of the World

ness. This number is 13,000 officers. In 
a general way it will be about equally 
divided between that with or pertaining 
strictly to Regular troops and duties inde- 
pendent of the Regular troops. Further- 
more, this minimum number is not pro- 
posed as a permanent proposition, it is 
merely proposed during the transitory 
stage when the strictest economy must be 
exercised and during which our needs in 
a way of national defense will crystal- 
e. 


Distribution of Officers. 


Of the 6,500 officers required with troops 
about two-thirds will be required for the 
mobile Army in the United States, about 
one-third for the United States coast de- 
ferses and for overseas garrisons. 

Of the 6,500 officers not with troops 
about one-third will be required for gen- 
eral administration and overhead duties 
that ramify throughout the Military Estab- 
lishment; the other two-thirds will be al- 
letted to the development and instruction 
of our e forces and to the very nec- 
essary function of keeping the military 
school system in effective operation. 

Every one of these functions is vital to 
the national defense and none can be ef- 
fectively performed with a less personnel 
than the minimum proposed by the War 
Department. Hence any reduction below 
the total of 13,000 will be at the expense 
of national defense. By July 1, 1923, the 
National Guard and Organized Reserve 
projects and the educational requirements 
will have reached a point which will re- 
quire the services of at least another thou- 
sand officers—14,000 in all. 

It cannot be too strongly insisted that 
this is the absolute minimum unless we 
sre to scrap our present excellent national 
defense plan. At the present moment we 
have an actual shortage of 206 in the 
number of officers required for duty as in- 
structors with National Guard units al- 
ready organized, a shortage of 446 in the 
number of officers necessary for duty with 
units of the Organized Reserves which are 
in process of organization and in great 
need of these officers. There is no pros- 
pect of obtaining any considerable num- 
ber of officers for these duties until the 
various Service Schools close this summer. 
By next fall we should, of course, replace 
the officers thus obtained by those whose 
basic education is not completed. With a 
reduced officer body and a small army it is 
absolutely necessary that the school sys- 
tem be kept in efficient operation. Train- 
ing which cannot be had in practice with 
troops, especially in large ies, must be 
compensated for by theoretical instruction. 
Not only are there shortages with the Re- 
serve forces, but. there are now material 
shortages with units of the mobile Army 
in the United, States, in the coast de- 
fenses, and in the insular possessions. 
* This shortage is, on paper, at least twenty 
per cent., based upon the present peace- 
time Tables of Organization. The actual 
shortage present for duty with units is 
greater due to the necessarily faulty dis- 
tribution in grades, absences for various 
causes, and to the detaching of Regular 
officers for a variety of miscri‘aneous 
duties. As a temporary measure of econ- 
omy it might be practicable to get along 
with twenty per cent. less than the 
strength fixed by the tables actually pres- 
ent for duty, but a greater shortage will 
be destructive of efficiency if continued 
for any length of time. 


Vacancies in Lower Grades. 


Almost as important as the number of 
efficers is the question of their distribu- 
tion in grades and branches. This dis- 
tribution affects both training and morale. 
The present distribution of officers to 
grades is top-heavy. Both by law and 
custom it has been necessary to keep the 
grades filled from the top down so far as 
officers were available to fill them. 
4,000 vacancies are, therefore, in the 
lewer grades. ‘This condition is unsatis- 
factory to all concerned. The new ‘dis- 
tribution is a matter for careful considera- 
tion. It cannot be suitably arrived at by 
arbitrary adherence to certain percentages 
that now happen to be fixed im the law 
for a much larger force than is now con- 
templated. The distribution to grades 
must be such as to meet organizational re- 
quirements and to provide for the reason- 
able flow of promotion essential to effi- 
ciency. 

Taking into consideration the character 
of duties to be performed it is manifest 
that the smaller our officer body the higher 
must be the percentages in the upper 
grades. Incidentally the higher these per- 
centages the fewer officers of long experi- 
ence and training need be eliminated in 
adjusting to a new distribution. The War 
Department pr to hold the stren 
of the Medical artment and chapla 
et what it believes to be the minimum nec- 
essaty, without further fluctuations with 
the enlisted s This for the reason 
that the over from a medical stand- 
pcint is practically the same for a mili- 
tary establishment which includes a per- 
manent soon varying anywhere be- 
tween 150,000 and 115,000.

Method of Distribution. 


After the number and distribution of 
officers is fixed, the important matter to 
be considered is the method of ing 
from the present to the new distribution. 
There are three general methods of re- 
ducing the number in any grade above the 
lowest—elimination, absorption, and de- 
motion. The former should be resorted to 
only so far as there are relatively ineffec- 
tive officers in a grade or officers who de- 
sire to leave the active list in accomplish- 
ing a reduction. Absorption causes stag- 
nation of promotion and will seriously 
affect morale if applied elsewhere than 
where promotion would otherwise be 
manifestly too rapid. Demotion adds to 
stagnation in promotion the disastrous 
effects of loss of rank and pay and re- 
linguishing an office satisfactorily filled; 
it should not be resorted to at all. These 
factors are all carefully considered in the 
War Department's = for readjustment. 

In the Medical Department and chap- 
lains the immediate reduction is limited to 
the probable number of ineffectives and 
officers desiring retirement or discharge. 
For the colonels and lieutenant colonels of 
the promotion list the total reduction is 
such that it is believed it will be taken 
care of completely by the ineffectives and 
by the voluntary retirements. For the 
majors and captains elimination is pro- 
posed only to the extent of probable in- 
effectives and voluntary applications; the 
balance of the reduction in these grades is 
to be by absorption, thereby serving three 
purposes; first, avoiding the elimination 
or demotion of competent officers, second, 
holding for service a gradually diminish- 
ing group of some 500 officers that will be 
needed during the time lieutenants are 
being procured and trained, and, third, 
slowing up promotion where it has been 
unduly rapid. 

This plan is a well-balanced plan and 
will do no violence to the personnel of the 
Army. A period of five months is con- 
templated to bring about the readjust- 
ment. - 

An important consideration in any re- 
adjustment is that the way must be opened 
to resume at once and carry on a gradu- 
al acquirement of new blood. We n 
second lieutenants, but disgruntled, de- 
moted first lieutenants will not meet re- 
quirements. About 1,000 per year is as- 
sumed as the maximum that could be pro- 
cured and assimilated and the War De- 
partment plan provides vacancies for 
about this number. When the full num- 
ber of lieutenants has been procured the 
arnual procurement thereafter would be 
just sufficient to offset losses, probably 
about three per cent. of the total strength. 
But it cannot be assumed that newly ap- 
pointed lieutenants at once become an as- 
set. Until they have had the basic course 
at the school of their arm and had a year 
or two with troops they are more of a 
liability than an asset. For this reason 
no time should be lost in making some 
provision that will start the procurement 
of these much needed young officers. 


Retired Officers. 


The War Department has recommended 
the repeal of the present provisions of law 
which prohibit the detail of active officers 
for duty at schools and colleges and for 
recruiting service when competent. retired 
officers can be secured. In the near future 
the Reserve Officers’ a Corps will 
become the source of practically all of the 
large number of Reserve officers we_will 
need for the Organized Reserves. It is 
felt that our most active and enterprising 
young officers should be used on this duty 
in an instructional capacity, and‘a number 
of up-to-date older officers will be needed 
as heads in the larger institutions. It is 
essential that the young men of the col- 
leges and schools be favorably impressed 
and that they be instructed in the very 
letest military methods. Retired officers 
are generally unfit because they soon lose 
touch with the latest military methods; 
they are frequently in poor health; do not 
make the impression on young men which 
would be made by younger men; they. are 
only available for limited duty; they go 
back on inactive status when they do not 
like their duties or stations; tkey are, 
while on active duty, just as expensive to 
the Government as an officer without their 
limitations. It is believed that better re- 
sults could be gotten by not limiting the 
War Department in the choice of officers 
for one of the most. important of its ac- 
tivities. At the present time the retired 
list contains the names of 1,632 retired 


officers, of whom 177 are performing ac- 
tive duty. 
Enlisted Men. 
page 18, lines 16-24, of “H.R. 


On 
10871,” it is provided that: “The Secre- 
tary of War is directed under such rea- 
sonable regulations as he may prescribe, to 
grant applications for discharge of en- 
listed men serving the continental 
United States without regard to the pro- 
visions of existing law respecting dis- 
charges until the number in the Army has 
leen reduced to 115,000 enlisted men, not 
including the Philppne Scouts. The eee 
visions of this paragraph shall take effect 
immediately upon the approval of this 
act.” ; : 

General Harbord and General Lassiter 
have covered fully the necessity for 150,000 
enlisted men ia Regular Army, exclusive of 











Philippine Scouts, so I will not take up 
your time with further details as to the 
distribution of the enlisted personnel and 
necessity for the number now authorized. 

The enlisted stren of the Regular 
Army was, on Feb. 28, 1922, 133,639, ex- 
clusive of Philippine Scouts. Lack of 
funds for transportation of recruits from 
centers of population, where they can be 
erlisted, to stations of the Army, is the 
reason for being below authorized enlisted 
strength. (150,000.) 

I would like to invite attention to the 
fact that the reductions in the enlisted 
strength of the Army already made, have 
had a decided tendency to lower morale, 
which has been accentuated by the demo- 
tion of non-commissioned officers that is 
necessarily incident to reduction in en- 
listed strength. Further reduction would 
increase this feeling of unrest and uncer- 
tainty. If, nevertheless, you should find 
it necessary to make some reduction in the 
enlisted strength of the Army, I would 
recommend most strongly that the method 
of accomplishing this reduction be left to 
the Secretary of War instead of directing 
discharge of enlisted men. The Secre- 
tary of War would accomplish the re- 
duction by slowing up or stopping re- 
cruiting, and thus avoid the unnecessary 
expense involved in discharging men prior 
to expiration of their term of service, as 
is directed on e 18, lines 16-24, and 
then immediately recruiting men to re- 
place those discharged upon expiration of 
term of service after the reduction in 
strength had been accomplished. This 
would also avoid the disruption of organ- 
izations and the unrest caused in the 
Army by wholesale discharges prior to ex- 
piration of term of service. 

On page 22, lines 16-19 of “H.R. 10871,” 
it is provided that: “The Army shall be 
reduced by the Secretary of War so that 
the money herein appropriated shall de- 
fray the entire cost of the pay of the 
officers and enlisted men of the line 
and staff during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1923.” 

If, therefore, the entire provision on 
page 18, lines 16-24, as to discharging en- 
listed men until the Army is reduced to 
115,000, were omitted, it would still be 
the duty of the Secretary of War to re- 
duce the Army to the strength appropri- 
ated for by Congress, and he would make 
the reduction in the way that would least 
injure the efficiency and morale of the 
Army, and at the same time, effect a sav- 
ing in the expenditures incidental to dis- 
charging enlisted men and transporting 
them to their homes. 

It is therefore recommended that the 
words on page 18, lines 16-24, be elimi- 
nated from “H.R. 10871.” 

Of course this change would be unnec- 
essary if Congress considers favorably the 
recommendation of the War Department 
that no reduction be made in the author- 
ized’ enlisted strength of the Army. 


Warrant Officers, A.M.P.S. 


The Army Mine Planter Service was 
created by Chapter IX. of the act of July 
9, 1918, which authorized for each mine 
planter five warrant officers. There are at 
the present time thirteen mine planters, 
employing sixty-five warrant officers and 
there are fourteen surplus warrant officers 
employed on quartermaster vessels, a to- 
tal of seventy-nine warrant officers. These 
warrant officers are masters, mates, and 
engineers of five grades. 

On page 17, lines 24-25, and page 18, 
lines 1-2 of “H.R. 10871,” it is provided : 
“That .the sum herein sapcopeered for 
pay of warrant officers’ sh: not be used 
for the pay of more than forty warrant 
officers of the Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice.” This will necessitate the discharge, 
before July 1, 1922, of thirty-nine war- 
rant officers. These men have had every 
reason to believe that they would hold 
office as long as their services were satis- 
factory, with the privilege of retirement. 
Their summary discharge would be a seri- 
cus blow to the morale of the warrant offi- 
cers:and non-commissioned officers of the 
Army. Surplus warrant officers can be 
employed profitably on quartermaster ves- 
sels until the number is reduced by retire- 
ment, discharge, and death. 

It is recommended that the reduction in 
the number of warrant officers, Army Mine 
Planter Service, be accomplished in the 
same manner as the reduction in the num- 
ber of warrant officers. This would be 
accomplished by changing the proviso on 
page 17, lines 24-25, and page 18, lines 
1-2, to read as follows: 

“Provided, That no vacancies in the 
grade of warrant officer, Army Mine Plant- 
er Service, shall be filled until the num- 
be: in such grade is reduced to forty, and 
thereafter the number shall not in- 
creased above forty.” 


Warrant Officers. 


The grade of warrant. officer was cre- 
ated by Section 4b of the act approved 
June 4, 1920, amending the National De- 
fense act. This act provides that: “In 
addition to those authorized for the Army 
Mine Planter Service, there shall be not 
more than 1,120 warrant officers, includ- 
ing band leaders, who shall hereafter be 
warrant officers.” 

On page 18, lines 2-5, of “H.R. 10871,” 
it is provided: “That no vacancies in the 
grade of warrant officer shall be filled until 
the number in such grade is reduced to 
600, and thereafter the number shall not 
be increased above 600.” 

This number, 600, is apparently in- 
tended to be in addition to warrant offi- 
cers of the Army Mine Planter Service, 
but it would be better to make this more 
clear by the change indicated below. 
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There are at present 118 warrant offi- 
cers in the Service who are qualified for 
duty as band leaders. There are 102 ay. 
thorized bands in the Service, and nine 
warrant officer band leaders are required 
for duty at the Army Music School. The 
gradual reduction of the number of war- 
rant officers from 1,120 to 600 will cer- 
tainly result in‘leaving some bands with 
ne band leaders, and no warrant officers 
gualified for duty as band leaders. 

It is therefore recommended that the 
appointment of band leaders for author- 
ized bands be authorized during the process 
of reduction in the totak number of war- 
rant officers. This would be accomplished 
by changing lines 2-5, page 18, of “H.R. 
10871,” to read as follows: 

“Provided further, That except when 
necessary in order to provide qualified 
band leaders for authorized bands, no va- 
cancies in the grade of warrant officer 
shall be filled until the number in such 
grade is reduced to 600, and thereafter the 
number shall not be increased above 600, 
in addition to those authorized for the 
Army Mine Planter Service.” 


Army Field Clerks. 


The appointment of Army field clerks 
was originally authorized by the act of 
Aug. 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 625), Section 4a 
of the act of June 4, 1920, created the 
grade of warrant officer, and provided that: 
“Hereafter no appointments as Army field 
clerks shall be made.” 

There are now 377 Army field clerks in 
ihe Service, and they perform the duties 
of clerks at the headquarters of corps 
areas and departments and at certain Ser- 
vice Schools and other stations of the 
Army. Some of these field clerks were 
formerly Civil Service clerks for many 
years, and by their transfer in accordance 
with act of Congress, lost the rights for re. 
tirement they would now have as Civil 
Service clerks. The reduction of the 
number of field clerks from 377 to 230, as 
provided for on page 20, lines 4-8, “H.R. 
10871,” would seriously interfere with 
necessary clerical work at corps area and 
department headquarters, and would also 
be manifestly unfair to the men discharged, 

The number of field clerks is being 
gradually reduced by death, discharge and 
resignation. As the numbers are gradu- 
ally reduced in this way, no new appoint- 
ments can be made, but places can be filled 
by warrant officers, who then have time to 
learn the duties of clerks. But wholesale 
replacement of field clerks by warrant offi- 
cers who are not trained for the work re- 
quired would be detrimental to efficiency. 

It is therefore recommended that lines 
a page 20, be changed to read as fol- 
ows: 

“Nine at $2,000 each, 43 at $1,800 
each, 77 at $1,600 each, 106 at $1,400 
each, 142 at $1,200 each, and 80 messen- 
gers at $720 each. 

On page 23, lines 12-21 of “H.R, 
10871,” there is continued an appropria- 
tion for “transportation of wounded and 
otherwise disabled soldiers, sailors or ma- 
rines when traveling on furlough.” This 
appropriation was of great value when the 
wounded of the World War were given 
furloughs, but its main usefulness ended 
when, all these men were discharged. The 
Secretary of the Navy concurs in recom 
mending that this item be eliminated from 
the Appropriation bill, thereby effecting a 
saving of $25,000. 


GEN. RICKARDS WANTS MORE 
MONEY FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


Major Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, made a strong plea before the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee for an i- 
crease in the appropriations for the Na 
tional Guard over the inadequate appre 
priation provided for in the Army Appro- 
priation bill (H.R. 10871.) 

General Rickards pointed out, among 
other things, that to fulfil the obligations 
of the law as provided in the National 
fense act the National Guard by June 30, 
1922, should be composed of 450 officers 
and men for each of the 5331 representa: 
tives in Congress, being an aggregate of 
238,950, as against 148,000 now federal 
ized. Ile also stated that it would be m™ 
possible to carry out the law unless Cor 
gress appropriated sufficient money. 

Extracts from General Rickards’s Tt 
marks follow: 

That the provisions ‘of the law have not 
been carried out is in no way attributable 
to a lack of military spirit in the states 
but wholly due to the lack of funds nece® 
sary, under the provisions of law, to meet 
the financial requirements imposed by the 
recognition of added units. ‘This appro 
priation provides for the fourth increment, 
and under the law the National Guard, by 
June 30, 1923, should develop into a force 
of 358,423. fe 

‘The appropriation bill which has jast 
bee npassed by the House, not only re 
strict and curtails the growth of the Ne 
tional Guard, but, in its present form, W 
necessitate the withdrawal of a number ® 
organizations already accepted and federal: 
ized because of insufficient funds wit 
which to carry on the work. sail 

he estimates prepared for the Militia 
Bureau, under the provisions of law, cat 
ried a total of 43,000,000, and these esth 
mates were in no way padded; they repre 
sent the actual amount of money necess@ 
for the Militia Bureau t ocarry out, Us 
Federal provisions of Federal law affect 





ing the National Guard. These estimate 
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were reduced to $30,000,000. ‘hey were 
further reduced by the House committee 
to $23,333,000. It must, therefore, be ap- 
parent that to handle the National Guard 
this year will be a very difficult prob- 
lem and will require a very careful han- 
dling of any money that is appropriated. 

The increase requested over the House 
pill is $5,405,200... The Militia Bureau 
will do all in its power with whatever ap- 
propriations are made, but desires to point 
out that the Federal duties, under the law, 
cannot be fully complied with under the 
House appropriation bill. 

Vhe growth of the Guard can be arrest- 
ed, if such be the desire of Congress, but 
the result, we believe, will be to destroy 
its morale. The Militia Bureau is con- 
cerned only in placing before Congress the 
minimum requirements, so far as they can 
be foreseen, for the retention of the Na- 
tional Guard during the fiscal year 1923. 


COL. B. H. WELLS, ASST. C. OF S., 
ON ARMY DISTRIBUTION. 


Speaking before the Senate Appropria- 
ticns Committee on the Army bill, Col. B. 
H. Wells, Asst. C. of S., War Pians Divi- 
sion, dealt with our foreign fortifications, 
the distribution of Army personnel in our 
foreign garrisons and the mission of the 
mobile force at home. 

Colonel Wells said, of Hawaii and the 
Panama Canal: 

“Oahu, because of its strategic location 
and the fact that 
port of Pearl Harbor and the commercial 
port of Honolulu, is at once the most im- 
portant island, not only of the Hawaiian 
group, but in the entire Eastern Pacific 
Ocean. It is the only island of the group 
upon which fortifications are maintained. 
The defense of Oahu is to be provided: 
First, by the seacoast Artillery to protect 
Pearl Harbor and Honolulu from naval 


bombardment, and second, by a force of | 


mobile troops stationed near the center of 
the island with the mission of prevent- 
ing. an enemy from effecting a. landing. 
The entire peace garrison is about 15,000 
men. 

“The amount asked for Oahu for fiscal 


year, 1923, is: Fortifications, $335,000; 
storage, $659,490; water supply, $200,- 
000; refrigeration plant, $200,000; mili- 


tary roads, $210,500; a total of $1,604,- 
990. . . The importance of this con- 
struction for storage is so great that the 
emmanding general has asked that it be 
given priority over that required for the 
shelter of personnel. . ee 


Panama Canal. 


“The Panama Canal is a national asset | 


of vast military and strategic importance 
and of great potential commercial value. 
Its possession insures prompt concentra- 
tion of our fleet in either ocean, makes it 
possible to maintain the necessary trade 
with the West Coast of South America in 
war, and it is a fleet base of first impor- 
tance. Its loss would be a blow to our 
pride and would be a greater blow from a 
military point of view than the loss of 
any other of our possessions. The more 
protection of the entrances against naval 
attack is not sufficient. The protection 
must be complete and thorough. 

“The amount for new construction 
asked for fiscal year 1923, for Panama 
is: Air defense, $64,500; and storage, $1,- 
028,800 ; a total of $1,093,300. 

“The War Department has been fully 
alive to the weakness of the fixed defenses 
at Panama and it has announced in re- 
ports to Congress the purpose of provid- 
ing for the installation of a certain num- 
ber of 16-inch, 50-caliber guns at either 
entrance to the canal. These guns are su- 
perior to any now possessed by any 
power and when mounted will have an 
approximate range of 50,000 yards.” 


The Philippines. 


Colonel Wells, speaking on the Philip- 
pine Islands, said: “For more than twenty 
years the United States has been respon- 
sible for the safety of the Philippine Is- 
lands, but never during this time has our 
Gcvernment taken measures adequate to 
defend these islands. In the opinion of 
the War Plans Division, such a defense 
would involve maintaining on the Island 
of Luzon a garrison of approximately 
100,000 men generously provided with air- 
craft and supplemented by a considerable 
foree of submarines. 

“In addition to the expense involved in 
Providing such a defense, there has now 
been created, in Article XIX. of the Na- 
val Treaty, an absolute prohibition against 
‘ny future increase in the Philippines of 
existing naval facilities for the repair and 
iaintenance of naval forces or in the exist- 
img coast defenses. The mission of the 
garrison will, therefore, probably resolve 
itelf into one of maintaining order. 

The authorized peace garrison has been 
about 18,000 officers and men, which num- 
ber includes about 8,000 Philippine Scouts. 
It is the present plan to reduce the peace 
8arrison to about 9,500, only 3,500 of 
which will be white troops. The above

Locating Mobile Force. 


“In the matter of distributing the mo- 
bile force,” said Colonel Wells, “if strategic 
considerations alone were to be fulfilled 
it would perhaps be best to locate the force 
in a few large posts suitably situated on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and the 
Mexican border. There are, however, 
otber important considerations which must 
be met. As already pointed out, one of 
the primary objects of this force is to 
maintain certain well trained and in every 
respect standard organizations as models 
or object lessons for the training of the 
citizen soldier components of the Army. 
To serve effectively as such models these 
organizations must from time to time be 
brought into close association with the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves. 
This can’ only be accomplished by having 
them participate jointly in summer train- 
ing camps, maneuvers, etc. To undertake 
the distribution of the Regular forces for 
these purposes from. a very few large posts 
or camps would entail considerable travel 


| and cost in the matter of transportation. 


| Moreover, emergency use within the coun- 


try suggests distribution rather than un- 


“Actually it is proposed to locate these 
troops at the permanent posts in different 
parts of the country, also utilizing a few 
of the existing camps. Sufficient accom- 
irodations exist for the force recommended. 
These posts and camps already possess

to make effective the training. 

“If the force recommended by the War 
Department is granted, it will be the 
policy to locate at least a reinforced brig- 
ade in each of the nine corps areas. 

“It is difficult to conceive how the very 
comprehensive mission that properly falls 
to the Regular Army can even be ap- 
proximately performed with a lesser num- 
ber than 150,000.” 

IEGION DEMANDS ADEQUATE 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR ARMY. 


No stronger or more comprehensive 
statement has been submitted to the Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations than 
that of National Commander Hanford 
MaecNider, of the American Legion. Colo- 
nel MacNider covered the entire subject, 
urging Congress to accept the recommen- 
dations of the President and the Secretary 
of War, He-strongly endorsed appropria- 
tions for the Regular Army of 150,000 
as well as those asked for by the War De- 
partment for the National Guard, Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, Officers’ Reserve Training 
Corps and the Citizens’ Training Camps. 
He came out unqualifiediy for the recom- 
mendations of General Pershing in ref- 
erence to the number of officers for the 
Regular Army. 

Colonel MacNider reviewed the activi- 
ties of the Legion in behalf of the Na- 
tional Defense act. 

“The American Legion,” he said, “had 
a part in framing this important piece of 
legislation through its national committee 
on military affairs and at its convention 
in Kansas City pledged its support to 
help secure through this new military 
policy. an economical, harmonious and ef- 
ticient national defense. The Legion was 
intimately interested in this new- policy, 
as one of its fundamental principles was 
te utilize the splendid citizen soldier or- 
ganizations, which had such glorious ca- 
reers during the war, to form the basis of 
our future Army of the United States.” 

Dealing with the bill as it is now pend- 
ing before the Senate committee, Colonel 
MacNider said: 

“The American Legion is here to-day, 
hcwever, to protest against the manner in 
which the House of Representatives passed 
the Army Appropriation bill, and believes 
that the radical reductions made for the 
maintenance during the coming fiscal year 
of the three component parts of the Army 
of the United States, is the first open step 
towards undermining our splendid military 
policy as expressed by Congress in the 
Army Reorganization act of 1920, and ap- 
proved by the entire country. 

Backs Up Administration. 

“The American Legion unqualifiedly 
backs up the President, the Secretary of 
War, and General Pershing in their sup- 
port of necessary appropriations for the 
National Guard, Organized Reserves, Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps as recom- 
rended by the War Department, and also 
supports the position that approximately 
150,000 .men is’ the minimum number 
needed for the Regular establishment to 
perform its proper mission in our plan of 
national defense. With reference to com- 
missioned officers the American Legion en- 
derses the recommendation of General 
Pershing that the existing number of ap- 
proximately. 13,000 officers reduced 
through discharge, elimination of the least 
efficient, and retirement, that the number 
remaining, be readjusted in the several 
grades, and that in the future through new 
appointments in the lower grades, the to- 
tal number be gradually increased so as 
not to exceed 13,000 by July, 1, 1923, 





Ludget Committee. 

“The Regular Army in, our nation to- 
aay available for any emergency is about 
99,000, of which 25,000 are on our south- 
ern border and abeut 8,000 school troops 
used for practical demonstration. This 
means about one mobile soldier to every 
1,200 inhabitants, which certainly does 
not spell militarism, especially when their 
primary mission as outlined by General 
Pershing is to train the citizen soldiery of 
cur nation. There are about 382, 
tioops used in providing all the personnel 
for our coast defense, Service Schools of 
ali types, supply depots, duty with Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, together with all 
the necessary Army overhead, while there 
are about 30,000 in Panama, Hawaii and 
the Philippines exclusive of the Philip- 
pine Scouts. 


Handicaps National Guard. 


“The Legion desires particularly to 
point out that the decrease in appropria- 
ton for the National Guard will seriously 
handicap its morale and effectiveness, and 
especially urges that thé first line of our 
e'tizen Army be provided with the in- 
creased appropriations required for its 
summer field training, as it would be most 
unfortunate to say to a large number of 
the National Guard that they can not go 
ts the summer training camp because of 
lack of appropriations. 

“It must be realized that this period of 
training is the most attractive in the entire 
year to the National Guard, and any fail- 
ure to provide the funds will be most dis- 
couraging not only to those who are at 
present in its ranks, but a warning to the 
petential recruits of the future. The Le- 
gion further urges that adequate appro- 
priations for forage, caretakers, mileage 
for regular instructors assigned to the re- 
spective units, together with the neces- 
sary expenses for an appropriate number 
of officers and men to attend the Service 
School is of great importance. The in- 
crease in this appropriation is most nec- 
essary if the Guard is expected to derive 
real benefits from these excellent Service 
Schools. 

“The Legion is also opposed to the pro- 
vision in the House bill which would re- 
quire the breaking up of a number of the 
special units for which the States have 
provided adequate facilities. It fully recog- 
nizes the importance of all the special 
units, and is opposed to any principle that 
Infantry alone should be cur entire, de- 
fensive force. One of the fundamental 
principles in connection with the National 
Guard should be the building up completely 
in all arms of the National Guard divi- 
sions. 

“The American Legion is disappointed 
that the House appropriation for the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps has been limited to 
such an extent as to discourage this splen- 
did component of our Army. It is useless 
to expect the officers of the Reserve Corps 
to. continue their active interest if provi- 
sions are not made for their training at 
least once every three years, which was 
the purpose of the appropriation approved 
by the Budget Committee. We urge the 
maintenance of this appropriation to train 
arnually for fifteen days about 20,000 Re- 
serve officers. 

Supports C.M.T.C; and B.0.T.C. 

“The Legion has an intimate interest in 
the development of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps as an important part of 
our national military policy and .recog- 
nizes that the money invested in a reason- 
nble amount of military training and dis- 
cipline is essential to the best development 
of young America, and that the benefits of 
this training will be useful to the individ- 
ual and the nation in the proper prepara- 
tion for peace as well as war, and the Le- 
gion urges the appropriations that have 
been recommended by the War Depart- 
ment for this purpose. ’ 

“The American Legion contains within 
its all-embracing membership representa- 
tion from all three of the component parts 
of the Army of the United States, and 
urges the country to realize that any at- 
tempt to cripple the activities of any com- 
ponent reacts unfavorably upon the other 
components and places unfair burdens 
upon them. Ca 

“The American Legion does not insist 
upon either the Regular establishment or 
the National Guard functioning at the 
strength provided for in the Army: Reor- 
ganization act, but does believe that ap- 
propriations that provide for less than 50 
per cent. of the strength originally planned 
(280,000 in the Regular establishment and 
425,000 in the National Guard) weakens 
our national security and represents such 
meager provisions as cannot help but 
jeopardize our ability to take upon short 
notice a national position of readiness. — 

“We urge your committee to recognize 
these practical facts and to insist upon 
necessary appropriations in proportion to 
our national defense needs, which, in our 
opinion, have not been fully recognized by 
the House of Representatives in their re- 
cent passage of the Army Appropriation 
bill 


“Tt is the judgment of the American 
Legion that the sentiment ‘back home’ sup- 
ports our position, and as men who have 
seen with their own eyes the horrors of un- 
preparedness we pledge our honest efforts 
to President Harding and General Per- 
shing in their endeavor not to have re- 
duced. the means for an adequate national 
defense below. a well recognized line of na- 
tional safety.” , 
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Eligible for Promotion

higher rank on dates indicated. However, 
in order to insure the individuals of op- 
portunity for thorough preparation the 
Navy Department has decided to delay the 
examinations until late in the coming 
summer and urges conscientious and thor- 
ough study on the part of all those con- 
cerned. The foregoing remarks apply 
equally to other officers in the same status 
who will become eligible for promotion 
from time to time.

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Navy Increases Win 


by Large Majority 


By an overwhelming vote of 221 to 148 
the House on April 19 defeated the efforts 
of the “little’ Navy men and voted to fix 


the Navy enlisted personnel at 86,000, as 


demanded by Secretary of the Navy Denby 
and urged by President Harding. 

The committee recommendation of 67,- 
000 enlisted men, which was so signally 
defeated on April 15, was up for a record 
vote and members on both sides of the 
question were eager for a decision. 

The House for the first time in many 
days was crowded to the doors and the 
galleries were filled to capacity. It was a 
gathering marked by numbers of women 
visitors to the D.A.R. convention, Annapo- 
lis midshipmen and officers of the Navy. 

After reading the bill for amendment, 
Representative Kelley, chairman of the 
sub-committee on appropriations, alluded 
to by Representative Dupre of Louisiana 
as the “wrecker of the Navy,” demanded 
a record vote on the personnel sections and 
on the subsistence amendment offered by 
Representative Swing of California, as 
well as a vote on the McArthur amend- 
ment increasing the various items for the 
pay of the Navy. 


Vote Is Cheered. 


When the vote was read by the Speaker 
prolonged cheering resulted and the Navy 
group was confident that its fight for an 
adequate Navy would be sustained by the 
Senate. The McArthur amendment and 
the Vare amendment increasing the per- 
sonnel to 86,000 men, 80,000 enlisted men 
and 6,000 appreftices, was sustained by a 
vote of 221 to 148. The Swing amend- 
ment increasing subsistence allowances 
from $15,586,862 was adopted by a viva 
voce vote. 

The House increased the appropriation 
for the temporary government of the Vir- 
gin Islands from ,000 to $343,440 on 
an amendment proposed by Representative 
Towner of Iowa. No opposition developed. 

The first snag encountered developed 
over the discussion of the maintenance of 
the Dahlgren Proving Grounds, Virginia. 
Mr. Stephenson of Ohio, who was opposed 
to any fresh expenditures, introduced an 
amendment providing that “no part of the 
appropriation (for the Bureau of Ord- 
nance) or any other appropriation shall 
be available for expenditure for the Navy 
proving grounds at Dahlgren, Va., except 
as much as may be necessary in continu- 
ing the establishment on a closed-down 
basis.” This was adopted. 

In the discussion of the appropriations 
for the Bureau of Aeronautics, Mr. Hicks 
of New York proposed that the appropria- 
tion authorized (of $5,475,000) by the 
committee be increased to $7,093,000. He 
asserted that the increase would provide 
only the necessary equipment for aviation 
and would not permit of the expenditure 
of funds for great extensions. 


Amendment Voted Down. 


The House apparently was in no dispo- 
sition to contest the committee attitude, 
and after limited debate voted against the 
Hicks amendment, 75 to 34. 

Chairman Kelley, leading the fight for 
reduced appropriation, explained that be- 
tween $8,000,000 and $9,000,000 would be- 
come available for aviation purposes later 
that could not be provided in the Naval 
Appropriation bill. This sum, he said, 
would bring the total amount for this pur- 
pose up to approximately $16,000,000. 

Mr. Herrick, who has become somewhat 
of an interesting personality to naval offi- 
cers stationed in and around Washington, 
and is a flier himself, proposed an amend- 
ment to the appropriation advo- 
cated by the committee for aircraft and 
accessories in course of construction or 
manufacture to $500,000. The amendment 
was for the purpose of building a govern- 
ment airplane factory to manufacture 
planes. This was lost on a viva voce vote. 

An amendment by Mr. Lanahan of Texas 
proposed an appropriation of $400,000 for 
a helium plant. ‘This was agreed to with- 
out dissent. 

When the section of the bill dealing with 
the Naval Academy was reached a general 
free-for-all fight ensued between the big 
and the little Navy groups. Speeches de- 
livered by members centered largely around 
the proposed action of the committee in re- 
ducing the number of members of the 1922 
class of midshipmen who were to be com- 
missioned. 


Civilian Instructors Retained. 


An amendment which started things go- 
ing, proposed by Mr. Denison of Illinois, 
authorized an increase in the appropria- 
tion for the of professors and instruc- 
tors from $446,500 to $421 . It was 
for the purpose of retaining in the Service 
the civilian instructors at the Academy 
who have contracts with the Navy Depart- 
ment for terms of years. 

‘Mr. Denison charged that the committee 
was seeking to throw these instructors out 
and supplant them with Regular officers 
of the Navy. His arguments finally won 
out after the House had fought over the 
proposition for nearly one hour and a half. 
Another amendment proposed by Mr. Deni- 
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vided that “no part of any sum in this 
act shall be expended in the pay or allow- 
ance of any commissioned officer of the 
Navy detailed for duty as professor or in- 
structor at the U.S. Naval Academy to 

rform the duties which were performed 
y civilian professors or instructors on 
Jan. 1, 1922.” This amendment would have 
produced the situation that no officers may 
be used as teachers in places provided by 
civilians. 

In discussion of the Naval Academy 
needs the House engaged in a lively fight 
on the personnel section, Messrs. Kelley, 
Longworth of Ohio, Rogers of Massachu- 
setts and others participating. 


Secretary Denby’s Letter Read. 


Mr. Rogers demanded that Mr. Kelley 
produce Secretary Denby’s letter showing 
the increases in appropriations that were 
called for under the increased personnel. 
Mr. Kelley balked and attempted to deflect 
the demand, but cries of “Read,” “Read,” 
came from members from various parts of 
= House, and he was forced to read the 
etter. 

After an analysis of it by Mr. Mills of 
New York, Secretary Denby’s letter showed 
that the increases would amount to approx- 
imately $39,500,000. But he contended 
that of this sum $19,000,000 was for in- 
creases called for in other sections of the 
bill which did not go into the personnel 
item. 

“Tt’s money got for increased activities 
of the Navy because of the increased per- 
sonnel,” responded Mr. Kelley. He was 
drowned out, however, and the Denby let- 
ter, it was thought, swung the vote in fa- 
vor of the increased personnel. 

Reading of the bill was resumed and 
much progress was made until Mr. Byrnes 
of South Carolina sought to amend the 
section dealing with the increase in the 
Navy by having stated in figures the 
amount of money necessary to be expended, 
which he said was $46,250,000. 





CHIEF BOATSWAIN’S MATE LARSON 
COMMENDED FOR SAVING A LIFE. 

The Secretary of the Navy has com- 

mended N. T. Larson, chief boatswain’s 
mate, U.S.N., attached to the U.S.S. Ta- 
coma, and recommended him to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the award of a 
Life Saving Medal in recognition of his 
rescue of a shipmate from dr>wning Feb. 
21 at Key West, Fila. 
While the Tacoma was underway the 
forward fall of the starboard whaleboat 
was accidentally dropped, precipitating 
into the water two of the crew, Anton Fi- 
ger and G. T. Mauldin, seamen, second 
class, US.N. These men were among 
those who had been detailed to go out on 
the dock to let go the ship’s lines, and 
were being taken on board. 

Life buoys were dropped, but both men 
and buoys drifted astern. Mauldin suc- 
ceeded in reachifig the starboard life buoy, 
but Fliger, who was unable to swim, called 
for help and was seen to go under. Realiz- 
ing the situation, Larson promptly threw 
off his coat, and otherwise fully dressed, 
went overboard, caught Fliger and assisted 
him to the life buoy. 


NAVY HONORS TO 
OFFICERS OF THE U.S. NAVY. 


First Lieuts. John A. Hart and George 
L. Townsend, U.S.A., have been awarded 
and presented with the Navy Cross for dis- 
tinguished service in France with the Ma- 
rines during the World War. 

The citation to Lieutenant Hart says 
that “while attached to the 5th Marines 
and Headquarters 4th Brigade, Marines 
2d Division, A.E.F., in France, he and the 
men under him maintained telephonic con- 
nections between regimental and battalion 
headquarters under most difficult and try- 
ing conditions, working at‘all hours of the 
day and night, repairing lines under shell 
fire, machine gun fire and gas attacks.” 
The citation to Lieutenant Townsend 
states that “while in charge of the signal 
detail attached to the 1st and 2d Battal- 
ions, 5th Marines, when these units were 
ordered to make the crossing of the Meuse 
river between Pouilly and Monzon, France, 
on the night of Nov. 10-11, 1918, Lieuten- 
ant Townsend personally supervised the 
laying of the telephone wires from Beau- 
mont to the first bridge put across the 
Meuse. He was constantly exposed to the 
violent fire of the enemy, but with no re 
gard for his own personal safety pushed 
ahead with the attacking troops and ac- 
complished his mission.” 

SHANKS BOARD TO REPORT SOON 

ON PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 


The Shanks board, appointed at the re- 
quest of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs to investigate the present system 
of proniotion, has completed its hearing 
and its experiments with the various plans 
proposed for the readjustment of promo- 
tion. This week it took up the work of 
preparing the report. It is understood 
that the board has reached an agreement 
upon the general lines of the report that 
it will submit. As soon as the report can 
be written it will be adopted and submitted. 
This is expected ta take place in the next 


REVISED.U.S. NAVY 
EDUCATIONAL RECORDS. 


Revised educational records, to assist 
commanding officers of the U.S. Navy in 
increasing the efficiency of the personnel, 
are being forwarded by the Navy Depart- 
ment to all ships and stations. 

These records supersede the educational 
record now contained in the Service rec- 
ord. The revised record is adapted to rat- 
ing courses provided by the bureau for vol- 
untary instruction of enlisted personnel 
(Bureau Manual, pages 310-312). 


REAR ADMIRAL W. C. COLE 
TO COMMAND SPECIAL SQUADRON. 
Rear Admiral William C. Cole, U.S.N., 
left Washington April 21 to assume com- 
mand of the Special Service Squadron in 
Mexican waters. He will be succeeded 
as Assistant Chief of Naval Operations by 
Captain Lucius Bostwick, U.S.N., who 
has been serving in the office of Chief of 
Naval Operations. 


COUNCIL OF CHURCHES TAKES 
STAND FOR U.S. CHAPLAINS. 


The general committee on Army and 
Navy chaplains of the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America on April 
6 passed a resolution urging that reduc- 
tions in the Army and Navy should be on 
a basis resulting from careful study of all 
questions involved, and especially that due 
regard be had for the spiritual interests of 
the men and officers remaining in the Army 
and Navy. The committee states it can- 
not approve H.R. 10871, passed by the 
House of Representatives, which reduces 
the Army to 115,000 enlisted men and 11,- 
000 officers and provides one chaplain as 
now authorized for every 1,200 officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army. This 
would reduce the number of chaplains to 
105, separating 74 chaplains, or two-fifths 
of the entire number, from the Service by 
July 1. 


PERMANENT COMMISSIONS 
IN A.G. DEPT., U.S. ARMY. 


With the sending of a number of nomi- 
nations to the Senate this week, a policy 
of commissioning officers permanently in 
the Adjutant General’s Department has 
been inaugurated. Under the terms of 
the Army Reorganization act, Army offi- 
cers can either be detailed or commissioned 
in the - Adjutant General’s Department. 


With the full authorized strength of the 
National Defense act, it would be possible 
to commission 117 officers in the Adjutant 
General’s Department. 

It will not be the policy of the depart- 
ment to commission other than field offi- 
eers in the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment. Officers must have demonstrated 
their especial fitness for duty in the Adju- 
tant General’s Department by service in 
the lower grades before they will be eligi- 
ble. It is planned to-have permanently 
commissioned officers in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department to serve tours of duty 
with troops under the same system as line 
officers. The new policy is announced in 
Cireular No. 81, War Department, April 
15, which appears in this issue of the 
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HIGH SCORES MADE IN RIFLE 
PRACTICE IN PANAMA CANAL ZONE. 


What Army officers serving in the Canal 
Zone believe is one of the best records in 
rifle practice ever made in the Army was 
announced at the completion of the regu- 
lar target season for Infantry stationed on 
ihe Isthmus of Panama. The average 
qualification made in the three regiments 
was a fraction above 90 per cent. 

The three organizations, one in each of 
the three regiments, qualified 100 per cent. 
of the men firing, and only one organi- 
zation, a regimental service company whose 
members were available for less than the 
normal amount of training, failed to reach 
the required standard of 80 per cent. 
Regimental averages announced by the 
regimental commanders are as follows: 
14th Infantry 93.2 per cent., Co. C 100 per 
cent.; 33d Infantry 90.3 per cent., Co. I 
100 BS cent.; 42d Infantry 86.6 per cent., 
Co 100 per cent. 

In the case of the 42d Infantry, Brig. 
Gen. Fox Conner, U.S.A.,, commanding 
the 20th Infantry Brigade, has written a 
congratulatory letter to Lieut. Col. R. R. 
Wood, commanding the regiment, and all 
members of his command upon the results 
of the target season. 

The commanding general especially com- 
mended the following company officers, in- 
cluding officers of machine gun companies 
and the howitzer company, whose {- 
zations attained a percentage of or 
over: Capt. A. V. Eliot, Lieut.

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Weekly Review of 
Fighting Going On 


Berlin dispatches describe the features 
of an alleged secret Franco-Belgian mili- 
tary convention for the guidance of joint 
opérations in case of military intervention 
in Germany. 

The plan of action described in the a}- 
leged convention provides for a French ad- 
yance from the Mannheim area on the 
Rhine to Wiirzburg in northern Bavaria; 
and an advance by Czecho-Slovak troops 
into northern Bavaria via Eger, effecting 
a junction with the French forces. The 
Belgian forces are to advance from Cleve 
via Bremen on Hamburg. 

‘While publication of this alleged plan 
is undoubtedly to be considered as made 
for the purposes of propaganda, it is prob- 
able that the line of action described is 
essentially that which would be taken by 
Franco-Belgian forces in effecting a milj- 
tary intervention in Germany. 

Czechoslovakia is in the present situa. 
tion the strategic center of Europe. 
Through occupation of Bavaria, France 
would complete the corridor of weak and 
semi-dependent states leading through 
Czechoslovakia, on the one hand, to Po- 
land and the Ukraine, and, on the other, 
to the Balkans and the Near East. 

In regard to the Belgian participation, 
it is to be noted that as the objectives of 
the Belgian forces are the north German 
seaports, the execution of this feature of 
the plan is dependent upon British @- 
operation. 

In this connection, the negotiations 
which have been under way for some time 
for the conclusion of an Anglo-Belgian 
military pact are of especial importance, 
Up to the present time, the British have 
declined to commit themselves to a mili- 
tary agreement, and it remains to be seen 
whether in consequence of the possible de- 
velopment of a crisis in connection with 
the Genoa Conference they will continue 
their previous attitude. 


The Near East. 


A Greek communique of April 12 re 
ports heavy fighting in the vicinity of 
Afium-Karahissar. A Turkish force num- 
bering about 1,000 men attacked the Greek 
lines in this sector, and according to the 
Greek communique, was forced to retire 
with heavy losses. 

This is the Turk’s reply to~ the Allied 
proposals for an armistice. He has, how- 
ever, failed to obtain by fighting the 
Greek withdrawal from the BEskishehre 
Afium Karahissar line, which he de 
manded as a condition precedent to the 
acceptance of a truce. Turkish National- 
ist intransigeance is undoubtedly largely 
inspired by Soviet Russian support, and 
the desire of both governments to prevent 
France and Great Britain from arriving 
at a compromise based on their Near Hast- 
ern and continental European interests, 
It is to be noted that the Turkish action 
is in line with the attitude observed by 
the Russian delegation at Genoa. 

It is indicated that the Allies will re 
ject the Turkish counter proposals for ap 
armistice making acceptance conditional 
upon the immediate evacuation by the 
Greeks of the Eskeshehr-Afium Karahis- 
sar position. 


The Far East. 


Tokio dispatches of April 17 announce 
that the Japanese troops in Vladivostok 
are being re-enforced by one brigade of 
the 8th Division, a regiment of cavalry, a 
field artillery contingent, and a battalion 
of engineers. These troops are ostensibly 
being dispatched ‘to replace the troops 
now stationed in Siberia.” It will be re 
called that when, during the progress of 
the Washington Conference, the first brig- 
ade of the 8th Division was sent to Vladi- 
vcestok, a similar announcement as to the 
purpose of the movement was made. It 
is significant, however, that none of the 
troops stationed in Siberia prior to the 
Washington Conference have been re- 
lieved, but that in spite of Japan's an- 
nounced intention to evacuate Siberia, 
she has been progressively re-enforcing het 
cccupational troops. It is also significant 
that coincident with the dispatch of the 
last re-enforcement, it is announced that 
the Japanese government has instructed 
its delegates to withdraw from the Dairen 
ference gives strong grounds for the de 
tion prevailing in Europe in consequence 
of the developments at the Genoa Com 
ference give strong grounds for the de 
duction that the Japanese troop move 
ments are being carried into effect as pit 
paratory measures desigtied tc place JapaD 
in a position of readiness in case military 
action becomes necessary in consequence 
of the failure of the conference. ‘ 
The military activities of the two_big 
Chinese leaders, Chang-Tso-lin and Wt 
Pei-Fu, continue. The former is moving 
large numbers of troops into Chihli prov- 
ince and holds the Peking-Tientsin and the 
Tientsin-Pukow railways. The immediate 
object of the movement is reported_to 
the reinstatement of the Premier Liang 
Shi-Yi, who had been forced into retire 
ment by Wu-Pei-Fu. For this purpose 
Chang-Tso-lin is disposing his troops so 8 
to control Peking. Wu-Pei-Fu’s troops 
are located along the Peking-Hankow r 
way, south of Peking. The movement 
the Manchurian troops has taken on 
proportions of an invasion and assumes 
eros importance by reason of Chang 
‘so-lin’s well known connection with 
Japanese. 
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CHICAGO-KANSAS CITY ROUTE. 


Commercial air travel between Chicago 
and Kansas City has been inaugurated. 
An Oriole, carrying only two passengers 
and a pilot, flew the 167 miles of the last 
lap on the first flight, which was from 
Monmouth, Ill., to Chicago, at the rate of 
103 miles an hour. 

A larger ship, capable of carrying twen- 
ty-odd persons, in which the flight was to 
have been made, suffered from engine trou- 
ble just before the scheduled take-off. 
Eighteen citizens and the mayor of Mon- 
mouth, Chester Smith, were ready with 
their tickets. The rate is 15 cents a mile. 

But the big machine could not rise, so 
the mayor, the pilot, Shirley Short, and a 
newspaper correspondent set out in the 
Oriole. + 

The ships take off and land at Checker- 
poard Field in Chicago.

Gasoline and oil will be 
furnished to all participants by the Cur- 
tiss Company, free of charge.

With the co-operation of the command- 
ing officer of Mather Field and the as- 
sistance of commissioned and _ enlisted 
pilots from that station, Crissy Field 
greeted Marshal Joffre on his arrival in | 
San Francisco, April 6, by a big forma- 
tion of planes. 

There were fifteén ships in the forma- 
tion and a series of trick formations were 
pulled off. Capt. Lowell H. Smith led the 
formation, and, in spite of extremely rough 
air, all the ships went through the ma- 
neuvers without a hitch or trouble of any 
kind. 





REDUCTION OF MASTER SERGEANTS, 
AIR SERVICE. 


At the present time there are only sev- 
enteen surplus master sergeants in the Air 
Service. During the past few months this 
number has been reduced from thirty-five. 
The present surplus is expected to be fur- 
ther reduced by a few retirements due be- 
tween now and June 30. There remain 
several vacancies in this grade in the Phil- 
iypine Department. These vacancies can 
be filled only by transfers from the United 
States for the reason that the Air Service 
las a surplus in this - grade, as stated 
above. A few transfers have been made 
to the islands, and it is not expected that 
there will be any difficulty in filling these 
places, as there are many men desiring 
foreign service. 





AIR SERVICE RECRUITING. 


The present authorized strength of the 
Air Service is 10,300 enlisted men, while 
the approximate number now enlisted in 
the Service is 9,400. A large number of 
its experienced men, however, will be sepa- 
rated from the Service in the next two or 
three months, due to the expiration of en- 
letmen ta, It*is hoped that many will re- 
enlist, 





CANDIDATES FOR A.S. INSTRUCTION.

At the 
Present time there are 140 cadets in the 
Service against the authorized cadet

Both courses nor- 
Mally last about a year, at the end of 
Which if the cadet has satisfactorily com- 
Dleted his course of training, he will be 
Commissioned a second lieutenant of the

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Non-Combatants and the Arms Conference 
By C. A. Dravo, Major, Inf. ° 


If there remains a doubt in the mind of 
anyone who has considered the subject 
that the next war will find every male 
between eighteen and sixty mobilized for 
service, then the doubting individual had 
best recast his estimates. While it is 
true these age limits eliminate a vast 
number from military service, they, on the 
contrary, do not exclude from other work 
those whose age has exempted them from 
the firing line, and, what is more to the 
point, in recasting accounts when peace 
comes it will be discovered that the limits 
have included a number of persons who 
did little during the last war save add to 
the cost thereof. 

The lessons still being driven home by 
high taxes will forever preclude the idea 
that some are to be enriched at the ex- 
pense of either individuals or the state if 
war again reaches us. The idea that war 
is only an excuse or means for the profi- 
teer to line his pockets at the expense of 
any and all whom he can force or entice 
into business relations was exploited to 
such an extent during the World War that 
any system of draft proposed for another 
war that doesn’t include every laborer, 
business man, merchant or mariner in its 
scope will meet with such universal op- 

ition as to make its effective operation 
mpossible. In fact, the next draft law will 
exclude only those who are feeble both 
mentally and physically. 

War is no longer a question of indi- 
vidual enterprise with the declarers thereof 
represented by mercenary troops or, if any 
prefer, by soldiers regularly maintained 
and held in leash for just such purpose. 
War has become an affair of nations, it is 
a matter of a nation in arms wherein every 
individual from the youngest office boy to 
the oldest capitalist is rendering service, 
or nolens volens should be compelled to, 
to his country. In short, every one must 
become either directly or indirectly a par- 
ticipant. Such a policy has been set forth 
in a clear, concise and admirable manner 
in a recent training regulation by the War 
Department which states: 

“Decision to go to war having been 
made, operations will be carried into hos- 
tile territory, and every resource of the 
nation—mental, moral and physical—will 
be utilized to bring about a definite, 
speedy, and successful conclusion.” As an 
enunciation of a military policy it is by 
far the best and most just promulgation 
emanating from the War Department since 
its inception. In a word, it means all for 
the nation without partiality, favor or 
affection. 


Industries in War. 


The enterprises that lend themselves to 
the conduct of war and the roads that 
lead to them form part and parcel of the 
operations being conducted and must be 
included in the theater of war or theater 
of war activities. Ammunition factories 
and flour mills become temporary depots 
from which supplies are sent to various 
distributing points and thence to the 
front, and the ways leading thereto, from 
skirmisher to factory, are lines of com- 
munication whether they be by rail, air, 
water or road. Of these, the greatest are 
those afforded by the oceans that separate 
the belligerent nations; at least such they 
proved to be between 1914 and 1918 and 
out of the controversy over what was right 
or wrong in attempts to cut them arose 
the bitterest of accusations and the cause 
= led the United States into the con- 

ict. 

To obviate like controversies in the 
future and to insure ocean passage un- 
interrupted by attacks from submarines 
the Arms Conference formulated a set of 
resolutions which has been adopted by 
America, Englard, France, Italy and 
Japan. The first paragraph of these reso- 
lution states: “The signatory Powers, de- 
siting to make more effective the rules 
adopted by civilized nations for the pro- 
tection of the lives of neutrals and non- 
combatants at sea in time of war, de- 
clare, ete.” 

As pointed out above, there are prac- 
tically no non-combatants with a nation in 
arms. With the entire man-power of a 
belligerent nation mobilized, any thought 
of excluding from government control, 
supervision and guidance the personnel of 
the mercantile marine would be to cause 
the fabric of the whole scheme of mobiliza- 
tion to warp, crack dnd then probably 
fall to pieces. To exclude the mariner 
from government control would permit 
bim to name his own wages, hours of 
labor and other conditions inent to his 
profession. To it this under 
guise of protecting them from attack 
would at once call down upon those who 
sought or took advantage of such shelter 
the hate and contempt of the rest of the 
nation. To permit them to name their 
own wages and deny that privilege to 
ship builders, for example, smacks strongly 
of class legislation, a form of procedure 
particularly distasteful to the American 

ublic. Not to permit them such privi- 
eges brings the seafaring man under gov- 
ernment control, makes him a part of the 
scheme of mobilization and consequently 
excludes him from the non-combatant 
class. This is as it should be. 

To exclude belligerent carriers, be they 
by rail, water or road, from government 
cuntrol would be ogg chaos in the most 
vital part of the plan of operations.

No better evidence of this is necessary 
than the action of the Government in tak- 
im® over control of the railroads in 1918. 
Admitting then that belligerent trans- 
ocean transportation must be included in 
the national mobilization, the question 
arises as to in how far such transporta- 
tion shall be immune from attack or what 
restrictions shall be placed upon the 
wethods and means of attack. 


Ships Involved in War. 


If lines of communication extend across 
an ocean, then that ocean falls within the 
theater of war in so far as vessels of 
belligerent nations are concerned and any 
attempt to utilize such lines is made at 
the peril of those operating over them. It 
is fair to assume that the belligerent car- 
rier is involved in the conduct of the war, 
since international social intercourse dur- 
ing war must cease and all available space 
be devoted to the furtherance of the task 
at hand. Whether the vessel flying the 
flag of a belligerent nation carries men, 
munitions or provisions is a matter of in- 
difference to the enemy, who should bend 
every effort to accomplish its destruction. 
Since it is manned by part of the mobil- 
ized man-power of the nation at war no 
more hesitancy should be shown in at- 
tacking it than would be followed in the 
case of a troop train or wagon train 
within the theater of operations or theater 
of war on land. 

To deny to the air forces the right to 
bomb troop trains or wagon trains would 
be to deprive a commander of one of his 
nost active means of attacking lines of 
cothmunication and would be only a step 
removed from prohibiting long range guns 
from shelling roads which must be used by 
armies in the field. No warning in either 
of these cases is afforded those attacked, 
nor is it possible for aircraft to do other 
than attack with bombs without giving 
these attacked a chance to surrender in 
cider to save their lives. 

Those involved in the operation of 
wagon and troop trains are by the very 
nature of their duties included among the 
mobilized forces, and the same may be as- 
sumed of those manning merchantmen of 
belligerent nations once they have started 
or. a voyage that takes them over the lines 
cf communication leading to the armies 
engaged in battle. This assumption is 
vnly fair. The entire nation must be en- 
gaged either directly or indirectly in the 
conduct of the war and once any means 
that could be used to further the success 
of armies in the field enters the lines of 
communication leading to those armies it 
should be prepared to take its chance in 
war. 


All Engaged in War. 


That the commander of an American 
submarine should lay himself open to 
having violated the laws of war because 
he attacked without warning a merchant- 
man flying a hostile flag is so repulsive as 
to need but littlhe comment. The crew of 
the merchantman attacked is as much en- 
gaged in the conduct of the war as is the 
crew of a munitions or troop train or are 
the mules hitched to a wagon train, and is 
entitled to as little consideration from the 
ceval officer as are the others from the 
cflicer flying a bombing plane. The steve- 
dore loading ammunition on a vessel in 
New York- harbor is as actively engaged in 
furthering the war being waged as is the 
member of a labor regiment discharging 
that same cargo at St. Nazaire or Brest, 
and the crew that mans the vessel trans- 
pcrting the ammunition is fully as neces- 
sary a part of the machine or system in- 
volved as either of the other two. While 
none may be classified within the present 
day acceptance of the word combatant 
they are unquestionably part of the forces 
used to prosecute the war and should be 
classed as indirectly participating com- 
batants. 

Indeterminate phraseology will not pro- 
tect anyone from the eonsequence of war, 
and though one nation might claim that 
the personnel of its merchant marine 
should not be classed as combatants such 
an interpretation would be open to ques- 
developed that its vessels 
transported airplanes and bombs which 
suhsequently were used to reduce the har- 
bor defenses of New York in order to per- 
mit the passage of a hostile fleet through 
the Narrows. 

Everyone should realize that war at 
best is a ghastly business, and that once 
a mation has become involved therein 
every citizen must be prepared to take his 
chance. To attempt to throw protecting 
laws or measures about those engaged in 
ite conduct either directly or indirectly in 
en endeavor to save losses can have but 
one outcome; a prolongation of the war 
with consequent increase of cost and sac- 
rifice of life. 

If the resolutions adopted are meant for 
the protection of neutral ships their world- 
wide adoption cannot be too strongly urged 
and but one criticism may be made: they 
de not go far enough. They should have 
settled once and for all the question of 
the freedom of the seas and all it implies. 
The right of a neutral vessel to ply be- 
tween neutral ports is as unquestionable 
as the privilege of running railroad .trains 
between neutral countries and should be 
se respected. Their right to enter belliger- 
ent ports affected by either a real or a 
paper blockade is another matter and one

REQUIREMENTS FOR NATIONAL GUARD 
UNITS ATTENDING FIELD TRAINING. 
In a letter dated April 10 to The Ad- 

jutants General of all states, territories of 
Hawaii and Porto Rico and the District 
ef Columbia Militia, the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department 
called attention to the fact that many Na- 
tional Guard organizations were hurriedly 
organized and rushed into field training 
last year, before the War Department 
could properly equip them. 

As a result of this condition, of affairs, 
much criticism was directed against the 
Department for their failure to supply this 
equipment, and in many instances post 
cemmanders were placed under consider- 
uble inconvenience in supplying equipment 
from the local Regular Army supply 
stcres. 

To avoid a similar condition during the 
approaching field training season, the fol- 
lcwing regulations will govern: 

New organizations presented for Federal 
recognition as National Guard units less 
than thirty days before the beginning of 
the field training period for that state, 
will not be required nor permitted to at- 
tend field training at the regular state en- 
campment, . 

Within six months after the date of 
Federal recognition units recognized with 
a strength of fifty enlisted men, must 
maintain an enlisted strength of sixty-five. 
Those organizations which are unable to 
send to field training at least thirty-nine 
enlisted men, shall not be permitted to at- 
tend field training during the approaching 
season. 

All officers are urged to secure the maxi- 
mum attendance at field training. The 
maximum strength of organizations whose 
enlisted strength is less than sixty-five will 
be a ten per cent. variation above the 
peace strength of similar units in the 
Regular Army. 

The maximum strength for those organ- 
izations required to maintain sixty-five 
active enlisted members will be the pre- 
scribed peace strength for similar units in 
the Regular Army. In cases where as- 
signed Reservists are brought to camp 
with the organizations, the maximum num- 
ber of such assigned Reservists in each or- 
ganization is limited to the correspond- 
ing number of active members in that or- 
ganization.

Conference is to exempt from the 
consequences of war a part of the mobil- 
ized national man-power, the resolutions 
had best be rewritten and their purpose 
plainly and definitely stated. If it is in- 
tended that only individuals in the mili- 
tary and naval uniforms of a warring na- 
tion are to be subject to the supreme sac- 
rifice let it so be stated in no indefinite 
terms. Age-old history teaches that dis- 
tinction is lacking in the mobilized forces 
thrown into a war, that one is as liable to 
sacrifice himself for his country as” an- 
other. If a new distinction is to be 
drawn between combatants let it be done 
at once, for the nation which temporizes 
with fine distinctions of this nature, once 
war has been declared, is trifling with its 
destiny. For such folly there is an in- 
evitable and but one penalty.

as the case may be. This policy applies 
to all offenders of the above class, regar 
less of the duration of the unauthoriz 
absence.”

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Adequate National Defense 


RESIDENT HARDING accurately 
Pp interpreted the wishes of the coun- 

try with respect to reducing the per- 
sonnel of the Navy below a number re- 
quired to man the Navy allowed us by the 
Four-Power Treaty. 

His letter to Mr. Longworth of Ohio, so 
dramatically sprung by that Representa- 
tive at a critical moment of the House de- 
pate, plainly stated that the President be- 
lieved that the Navy Department and the 
naval advisers knew more about the ques- 
tions than the “little’ Navy leaders. 

The majority of the House took the same 
sensible point of view on this question, as 
did the President, the leading papers of the 
country and the mass of American citizens. 

Miss Alice Robertson, the Congress- 
woman from Oklahoma, set an example 
which other woman leaders in the country 
would do well to follow. She spoke strong- 
ly against those women’s organizations 
which, acting on impulse based on senti- 
ment, and with tota] disregard to the facts 
of life as they are, lend their support to 
disarmament schemes which would leave 
the richest and the most envied nation in 
the world helpless in the face of the ex- 
perience of other nations whose centuries 
of struggling existence have taught them 
that belief in the righteousness of a cause 
is utterly insufficient unless backed by 
armed force. 

It is gratifying to see a woman leader 
take the point of view that the responsi- 
bilities of this world are to be met, not 
dodged. In many quarters there has been 
too much of the “I didn’t bring my boy up 
to be a soldier” sentiment, and not enough 
of the “Come back with your shield or on 
it” spirit. 


Action Needed Now 


The same determined and vigorous spirit 
of combat which has saved the Navy from 
being wrecked is necessary to keep the 
Army from being reduced to a strength 
which will prevent it from properly garri- 
soning important overseas points like Pan- 
ama, Hawaii and the Philippines and at 
the same time performing its proper func- 
tions within the continental limits of the 
United States. 

The Mexican border still has to be gar- 
risoned. The Regular Army has a train- 
ing function but slightly appreciated by 
the people as a whole, not only with re- 
spect to itself but also with respect to the 
National Guard and the Reserve forces. 

Congress itself has definitely laid down, 
for the first time in our history, a national 
defense policy. It did this in the National 
Defense act, Which was amended in 1920. 
This act fully conforins to the- democratic 
institutions and principles of our people. 

From a purely military point of view it 
could be criticized in many particulars. 
No one but the most unreasonable pacifist 
could find anything militaristic about it. 

By its provisions the Army of the United 
States is made up during peace time of 
three components—the Regular Army, the 
National Guard and the Reserve forces. 
In war these three, for all practical pur- 
Poses, are merged into one force. 

The division into three parts for peace 
Purposes conforms to the idea that while 
all male citizens must serve and be willing 
to serve in war, in peace some are willing 
to devote ali their time to the profession 
of arms; sonmie are willing and in such a 
Position with respect to their civil oceupa- 
tion that they can devote a specified time 
and also be available for sudden emergen- 
cies, while some are in such a position that 
While they can give certain time to train- 
ing they can only be available in case of 
great national emergency, with a reason- 
able period allowed to settle their personal 
affairs, 

These divistons naturally put men will: 
ing to serve in peace time as well as war 
into the Regular Army, the National Guard 
and the Reserve forces respectively. 

The appropriations asked for have been 


carefully gone over to reduce them to the 
minimum consistent with carrying out the 
provisions of the National Defense act. 
They are within the limits of the budget. 
Upon analysis they are found to be modest 
for the good which is to be accomplished. 

Reducing the Regular Army below the 
figure set by the War Department means 
preventing its carrying out the mission laid 
down for it by the National Defense act. 
The testimony of General Harbord and 
other officers must prove this to the mean- 
est honest intellect. 

The money asked for the National Guard 
is the minimum possible to carry out the 
promises made to the 150,000 American 
citizens who, accepting the promises of 
their government, have already enlisted 
and accepted commissions in this force. 

Last year thousands of Reserve officers 
who desired to undergo a period of train- 
ing were denied this opportunity. Is the 
same thing to happen this year in spite of 
the fact that these 90,000 citizen soldiers 
will be intrusted with and responsible for 
American human life in our next war? 

Are the continuation and enlargement of 
the splendid Plattsburg idea, which proved 
its value in the last war, to be held up 
this year as they were last because of the 
lack of a few hundred thousand dollars? 

Last year 35,000 American men had to 
suffer disappointment because Congress 
saw fit to give only money enough to send 
16,000 to camp, when 45,000 wanted to go. 

The R.O.T.C. already has 100,000 en- 
thusiastic youngsters in it. Are they to 
be denied, and thousands of others who 
would follow in their footsteps? 

Any appropriation less»than that ade- 
quate to carry out the reasonable and 
democratic provisions of the amended Na- 
tional Defense Act can be supported only 
through ignorance of the minimum require- 
ments of sane national defense, through 
perversity, or fanaticism, or through some 
ulterior motive such as the interest of 
seme foreign power. In the face of the 
experiences of the last war, the testimony 
before Congress, and, above all, our past 
lustory, there is no excuse for ignorance. 
Perversity and fanaticism should be swept 
aside. Where the interest of some foreign 
pewer is being served the matter should 
be mercilessly exposed and punishment 
given whenever our laws permit it. 

Just as the goats have been divided from 
the sheep on the question of the Navy, so 
should they be divided on the question of 
the Army, so that the public may know 
those who wish to wreck our national de- 
ferse, whatever their motive may be. 


86,000 the Minimum 


4 he action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in voting 86,000 men as 
the Navy’s temporary complement 

for next year, in opposition to the lower 

proposals of the leaders now supposed to 
be in power, is reassuring, though it offers 
little eause for rejoicing. 

The figure adopted can be justified only 
as a temporary retrenchment expedient. 
It represents the very minimum of men 
essential to prevent, for a maximum period 
of one year, actual disintegration of the 
treaty Navy. 

Thére is still grave danger that the little 
Navy men will work permanent injury to 
the Navy by creating a country-wide im- 
pression that 86,000 men are adequate as 
“ permanent basis for the treaty Navy, 
and then making permanent reductions in 
ollicers and men accordingly. They ap- 
pear not to be above doing this regardless 
of facts and equity, if their recent actions, 
savoring strongly of dishonest politics, can 
be accepted as an indication of probable 
future efforts. However, it will require a 
very dense smoke screen to fool the Amer- 
ican people into believing that we can 
maintain our treaty ratio when the Brit- 
ish and Japanese navies are supplied with 
proportionately about fifty per cent. more 
funds and thirty per cent. more men than 
is allowed the United States Navy. 

Our proportion of men, computed on the 


basis of what the British and Japanese are 
to have to man their treaty navies, should 
be about 110,000. The deliberate judg- 
ment of the General Board is that we re- 
quire 120,000 men, which appears to be a 
more reasonable American complement, 
considering the relative immaturity and in- 
experience of American bluejackets and 
our relative shortage of reserves. 

The 86,000 men proposed for this year 
are to include 6,000 apprentices undergo- 
ing training ashore. This is not sufficient 
to man all of our treaty ships, even with 
reduced complements, One-half of the 
American destroyer strength, besides a 
large number of other ships, will have to 
be placed wholly out of commission, leav- 
ing nobody on board. 

Under such circumstances deterioration 
is certain to be accellerated much faster 
than is normal while a ship has a crew to 
detect and remedy evidences of permanent 
damage. Destroyers pafticularly are so 
lightly constructed as to require constant 
care and are certain to sustain serious per- 
manent deterioration after a year of neg- 
lect, if not before. 

The 150 destroyers that are to be laid 
up represent a very important element in 
our aggregate naval strength, to say noth- 
ing of an outlay of about $300,000,000. It 
will be imperative next year that the 
Navy’s personnel be increased to a num- 
ber substantially near our treaty ratio. 


The Theoretical Allowance 

Meantime it is important that the 86,00U 
men for which money is to be appropriated 
shall be kept legally separate from the 
theoretical allowance. The latter now 
stands at about 149,000, which number is 
necessary to put the treaty Navy on a 
war basis. The importance of this theo- 
retical allowance is derived from The fact 
that it establishes the number of officers 
that can be carried on the rolls. Four per 
cent. of the Navy’s legal allowance in men, 
irrespective of the number of men for 
whose maintenance money is actually ap- 
propriated each year, fixes the maximum 
of officers. 

The number of officers now permitted is 
5,500. The number that would be allowea 
under the General Board’s estimate of 
120,000 men is 4,800 officers. ‘The total 
present number on the list is about 4,100. 
If the legal limit of men is reduced to 86,- 
000, then automatically the present officer 
force would have to be cut to 3,440. That 
is, 660 officers would necessarily be dis- 
charged from the Service. Considering 
the long period of time required to train a 
competent naval officer, it is apparent that 
permanent harm may be done the Service 
if 86,000 men is made the permanent legal 
limit. Manifestly there is still opportunity 
for the little. Navy members of Congress 
to work much damage by fostering the im- 
pression that 86,000 men are sufficient for 
the permanent needs of the treaty Navy. 

The recent tactics of these men justifies 
the suspicion that they will attempt giv- 
ing us what Mr. Roosevelt characterizes 
as a “lame duck” Navy; by unfair means 
if necessary. In the recent debates they 
did not hesitate to misrepresent the facts, 
nor to misintepret clearly expounded data 
and arguments presented by the Navy De- 
partment in response to inquiries from the 
Appropriations Committee. This is plain- 
ly demonstrated by the minority report on 
the bill. 


Foreign Aid Enlisted 


The little Navy men appear to have en- 
listed foreign aid in their fight against 
American security, since they would. not 
deny the charge that they had solicitea 
information ‘from foreign embassies in 
Washington. 

Everyone knows that the purpose of a 
foreign diplomatic embassy is to further 
the interests of its own country. We have 
had enough already of foreign influence 
being brought to bear upon American opin- 
ion in this ‘question of naval armament, 
since all the publicity for the American 
press in cotinection with the conference }s 


known to have been placed in the hands 
of the British publicity agent, Lord Rid- 
dell. 

The conference is over, Americans are 
capable of deciding for themselves what 
they should do under the terms of the 
new treaties without foreign aid. The 
Mondell-Madden-Kelley trio are good at 
camouflage, admittedly. But they will 
have a hard time convincing the Amer:can 
people that its Navy can be kept up to its 
theoretical ratio of strength when the aj- 
lowances given the British and Japanese 
navies are relatively fifty per cent. greater 
in funds and thirty per cent. greater in 
nen. 





Supporting the Army of the 
United States 


HE central thought of all the testi- 

I mony of the Regular Army officers 

in the hearings before the Appro- 
priations Committee of the Senate om 
Army appropriations has been the impor- 
tance of maintaining the Army of the 
United States. The mission of the Regu- 
lar Army in developing the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves, as 
much as its other functions, has been em- 
phasized. In discussing every item of the 
Appropriation bill the Regular Army wit- 
nesses have held to this line of argument. 

While the details of the National Guard 
appropriations were dealt with in Major 
Gen. George C. Rickards’s statement, the 
Hegular Army officers supported him in 
the contention that the House bill does 
not make sufficient appropriations for the 
present strength of the National Guard, 
not to speak of its development. It was 
brought out in the testimony of all the 
witnesses that the Heuse bill not only pro- 
vides insufficient strength for performing 
the Regular Army’s mission with the Na- 
tional Guard, but that it restricts and cur- 
tails the growth of the Guard. 

General Rickards stated: “In its present 
form the bill will necessitate the with- 
drawal of a number of organizations al- 
ready accepted and federalized because of 
insufficient funds with which to carry out 
the work.” 

The more the House bill is studied, the 
more it appears that the House struck at 
the very vitals of the Army of the United 
States. Not a part of the entire organiza- 
tion escaped the blighting effect of the re- 
ductions that were made by the Appropria- 
tions Committee. Without the least com- 
ment or apology, the estimates for the in- 
struction of Reserve officers were cut from 
$4,000,000 to $250,000. The estimates 
for the citizens’ training camps and 
R.O.T.C. suffered like the estimates for 
the Regular Army and National Guard. 

All of this is shown in the ’ be- 


fore the Senate committee. The Senate 
will probably restore most of the 

and provide for the development of the 
Army of the United States a to 
the provisions of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act. 

The real fight for the land defenses will 
come in the House after the bill has been 
passed by the Senate. It is. sincerely 
hoped by that time the country will be 
aroused and will make its sentiment pal 
fest to the House, as. it mie on the nayal 
appropriations. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
Army Appropriation bill, after it was re- 
ported out of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, was taken up and passed before the 
majority of the members of the House had 
an opportunity to st it. The country 
did not know what had hap .to the 
whole establishment until after the Dill 
was passed. 

The pacifists in the House will attem 
to misrepresent the situation as they 
on the naval bill..

THE ORGANIZED RESERVES. 


{From Brig. Gen. William Lassiter’s 
statement at the hearing of the Senate 
Committee on the Army Appropriation 
bill] 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 3 of the act of June 4, 1920, the 
project laid down for the Organized Re- 
serves by the War Department calls for 
the organization of twenty-seven Infantry 
divisions, six Cavalry divisions, and suffi- 
cient corps, army and other troops to com- 
plete three field armies; fo furnish cer- 
tain units of three other field armies com- 
pesed primarily of troops of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard, and to 
provide a majority of the companies of 
Coast Artillery needed by the coast forti- 
fications upon mobilization. 

The present plan contemplates the or- 
ganization of these units in skeleton form 
with full war strength complements of 
Reserve officers and sufficient enlisted Re- 
servists to insure the rapid assimilation 
and training of the additional personnel 
required in case of war. 

The present status of the Organized Re- 
serves project may be stated as follows: 

(a) There have been prescribed twenty- 
seven Infantry divisions and six Cavalry 
division areas, each comprising one or more 
states and covering the continental area 
of the United States. 

(b) The work of locating and designat- 
ing the subordinate units of these divi- 
sions, and of the non-divisional units, 
within. the states has been practically 
completed by boards of officers, the ma- 
jority of whose members in each case are 
Reserve officers. 

(c) Groups of officers of the Regular 
Army have established division headquar- 
ters and are now at work selecting and 
gssigning to units the Reserve officers liv- 
ing within the prescribed areas. 

The work of organization is proceeding 
fiom the top down. First, the officers of 
the Regular Army establish the divisién 
headquarters and select Reserve officers 
as commanding officers of regiments. 
These officers select battalion commanders 
aud they in turn select the company offi- 
cers. The company officers in turn obtain 
the enlisted men. The, organization has 
now reached the stage when recruiting of 
enlisted men has been begun. 


Want 100,000 Officers. 


The units of the Organized Reserves 
have been distributed throughout the 
states as far as practicable with a view to 
offering citizens with military training 
the opportunity of joining a unit in the 
vicinity of their homes. Reports indicate 
popular acceptance of the project. It is 
estimated that approximately 58,000 Re- 
serve officers will be required for the pre- 
scribed units of the Organized Reserves. 
Additional officers will be necessary for 
ether purposes upon mobilization, such as 
to bring the units of the Regular Army 
and National Guard up to war strength 
and to supply the needs of all other ac- 
tivities of the War Department, begs | 
troops for the Communications Zone an 
the Zone of the Interior. The initial goal 
which has been set in the procurement of 
Reserve officers is 100,000. The strength 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps on March 1, 
1922, was 64,650. 

As contemplated by the law the com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel of Re- 
serve units and other unassigned Reserve 
officers will be trained for fifteen days 
each year in such numbers as the sum 
appropriated for the purpose will permit. 
The number trained annually should be as 
great as possible, as it is considered essen- 
tial for the success of this undertaking 
that every Reserve officer and enlisted man 
have a reasonable expectancy of active 
duty at least once every three years. 

There has been no training of the Re- 
serves, that is in any way comparable to 
the mission of this foree, since the de- 
mobilization of the war-time Army. The 
War Department feels that unless Reserve 
officers and Reserve enlisted men are made 
to feel that Congress really intended that 
this civilian component of our military 
siructure shall be, in fact, a dependable 
force in time of emergency the whole plan 
for organized national defense on a reason- 
able seale will fail. This next year is a

realization of the importance of the Re 
serves in the system of national defense jg 
essential 

The House bill contains $250,000 for 
pay of Reserve officers and $100 for the 
pay of Reserve Enlisted men. 
are entirely too small, if we are to k 
alive a reserve system and thus avoid the 
waste and ineffectiveness inherent in the 
policy of waiting until war comes to im 
provise an army. 

The original budget submitted by the 
Secretary of War and the Director of the 
Budget included items for the pay of the 
Reserves in specific amounts as follows:

The original budget was not, however, 


balanced in all items and careful study re- 
vealed the fact that other critical items, 
such as mileage, transportation and sub- 
sistence, were not in proportion to pay 
There are other items of expense incident 
to the training of the Reserves other than 
for pay alone, Officers must be transported 
to the place of training, enlisted men must 
be transported, clothed, and fed, and 
camps for the instruction must be estab 
lished and maintained. The House bill 
is unsatisfactory in so far as the provi- 
sicns made for the Reserves are concerned, 
This unsatisfactory condition cannot be 
corrected by increasing the pay items only, 
Corresponding amounts must be added in 
the other essential items of which mileage, 
transportation, subsistence, barracks and 
quarters, regular supplies, waters and 
sewers, incidental expenses and clothing 
and equipage are the most vital items. 
The War Department urgently recom- 
mends that appropriations be made for 


training the Organized Reserves as fol 
lows:

The de 
tailed statement of needs for the other 
items will be presented by representatives 
of the Quartermaster General as _ these 
amounts are included in the general ap 
propriations for the corresponding pur 
poses for the Regular Army. 

I have summarized the whole budget for 
the summer training of the Reserves i 
order to present a picture of what the cost 
will be. All of the above items are essen- 
tial to the program. For any amount ap- 
propriated for pay, corresponding amounts 
must be included in all other items.

GENERAL LASSITER ARGUES IN BEHALF 
OF TRAINING CAMPS. 


At a hearing before the Appropriation 
Committee of the Senate on the Army AP 
propriation bill (H.R. 10871), Brig. Gea. 
William Lassiter, U.S.A., Assistant Chief 
of Staff for Operations and Training, dis 
cussed the organization and training of the 
Army of the United States. In that sec 
tion of his argument having to do with 
citizens’ training camps, he said: 

“The objects of citizens’ military trail 
ing camps, as stated in Section 47d of the 
National Defense act as amended, are— 
‘the military instruction and training with 
a view to their appointment as Reserve 
officers and non-commissioned officers 
snch warrant officers, enlisted men and 
civilians as may be selected upon their 
own application.’ 

“These camps and the R.O.T.C. are t 
main sources of supply for the Reserft 
officers and non-commissioned officers that 
ure necessary to carry into effect the in- 
tent of Congress as stated in the Nation 
Defense act. The War Department pte 
puses to recruit, organize and train the 
eandidates in C. M.T.C. so as to bring 
camps into harmony with the project 
the development of the Organized 
serves and of the National Guard so 
the personnel trained in the camps 
graduate into the National Guard oF 
Reserves and be not lost. 

“For the camps held last summer. appli- 
cations, complete in eyery respect, in 
ing physical examinations, were received 
from 48,679 young men of the country. 
addition, 92,659 gave their names to ra 
recruiting forces as being interested 
the «amps, but did not make formal ap 
cations usually because of the imp 
bility of their being chosen to attend 
camps. Thus a total of 133,338 men were 
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April 22, 1922. 


interested and willing to attend the camps. 
Of this number 11 202 were authorized by 
the War Department to report to camp 
nuthorities; 10,681 actually reported, of 
which 422 were rejected for physical de- 
fects discovered after their arrival at the 
camps, and 286 were separated from the 
camps because of personal reasons making 
it necessary for them to return to their 
hemes, or because of absence without 
leave, misconduct, or inaptitude. A total 
of 9,973 completed the course. 


Success of Training Camps. 


“The success of the camps held in 1921 
las been evidenced in many ways. Per- 
heps the best indication of this success 
snd the general sentiment in favor of them 
throughout the country are the letters re- 
ceived from the governors of thirty-eight 
states, The outstanding features of these 
replies were the enthusiasm shown by the 
different governors as to the results ob- 
tained by the camps; the desire for an ex- 
pansion “of the camps for the future and 
their retention as a permanent feature of 
Army work. 

“The appropriation for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1922, was $900,000. The 
cost of last year’s camps chargeable 
against the special appropriation for the 
c.mps was $82.64 per man for subsistence, 
clothing and transportation of candidates. 

“The President of the United States has 
stated in an official announcement that he 
wants to see 100,000 young men trained in 
these camps annually. The estimates for 
the fiseal year 1923 include an item of $2,- 
700,000, which will permit the training of 
30,000 young men. 

“It is requested that the wording of the 
item as it appears in the House bill be 
changed as follows: Strike out line 24, 
pege 12, and substitute the following 
therefor : ‘Five cents per mile as pre- 
scribed in said Section 47d; for such ex- 
penditures as are authorized by said Sec- 
tion 47d and may be necessary for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of said 
camps, $2,700,000.’ Strike out the words 
‘or reserve’ on line 5, page 13. 

“The addition of the words ‘for such ex- 
penditures as are authorized by said Sec- 
tion 47d and may be necessary for the 
establishment and maintenance of said 
camps’ makes it possible for the special 
appropriation to be charged with the ex- 
pense incident to recruiting for the camps, 
including additional clerical help, with 
the cost of printing blank forms and in- 
formative literature, with the cost of pre- 
paring and serving the food, including the 
tire of civilian cooks and scavengers, with 
the maintenance of target ranges and 
shooting galleries and with the incidental 
expenses necessary to the successful op- 
eration of the camps. It is the desire of 
the War Department that this appropria- 
tion be made, to a large extent, self-sup- 
porting. To make the general appropria- 
tions bear all the expense incident to the 
camps, except for transportation and sub- 
sistence of students, is wrong in principle, 
and, furthermore, the drastic reductions 
that have been made by the War Depart- 
ment in general appropriations, Quarter- 
master Corps, have made them inadequate 
to meet the drain if they must bear this 
burden for 30,000 C.M.T.C. students. This 
change in wording is necessary no matter 
what the amount carried in the appropria- 
tion for C.M.T.C.’s may be. The inclu- 
sion of the words ‘or reserve’ on line 5, 
page 13, will require the War Depart- 
ment to issue some clothing from reserve 
stock without replacement. The unde- 
s.rability of this action will be explained 
te the committee by the Quartermaster 
General. 


Urges $2,700,000 Appropriation. 


“The War Department feels that the 
C.M.T.C. movement, which is a continua- 
tion of the Plattsburg idea, has the sup- 
port of the country and,that the time has 
teen reached when an appreciable number 
of men must be trained. The War De- 
partment urgently recommends that 30,000 
men be trained next summer and that the 
$2.700,000 necessary for this purpose be 
appropriated.”

1, Lt. Col G. Stutz, 6th Inf., Minnesota 
N.G., has cally furnished the Militia Bureau 
an opinion in the case of Birdsong vs. Blackman, 
et ux. (No. 22325) (Supreme Court of Mis- 
sissippi, Division B. Jan. 80, 1922), which it 
is believed will prove of interest to officers of 
the National Guard. 

minor enlisted at the age of 19, and 
the parents desired his discharge, which was 
denied by the organization commander. A 
writ of habeas corpus was issued. The de- 
cision is well worth investigation by National 
Guard officers who have to answer before any 
of the state courts upon a habeas corpus writ. 

he following points will prove of in- 
terest: 

(a) Answer admitting the defendant, as 
captain of a military company, had custody of 
the party sought to be released, by attached 
enlistment papers, held sufficient. 

(b) The party enlisting was 19 yéars of age. 

(c) Excerpt from U.S. vs. Blakeney, 3 Grat. 
(Va.), 405: ‘‘The common law of England 
has never interfered with the free and volun- 
tary enlistment of minors capable of bearing 
arms; and could not have done so without 
usurpation.’ 

(d) Excerpt from case of Stevens vs. Foss, 
18 Me., 19: ‘‘Eighteen has been fixed ‘as the 
military age, by the highest legal authority. A 
father has no power to exonerate or withho]i 
his minor son from the performance of this 
duty. Upon this noint, the claim of the public 
is paramount to the parental rights of the 
father.’’ 

3. The judgment of the Mississippi court 
was to the effect, that the writ of habeas 
corpus was denied, and that the enlisted minor 
was a member of the National Guard organi- 
zation, properly enlisted under the law, and 
that. the organization commander had control.

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MORE PROTESTS MADE AGAINST 
CRIPPLING ARMY AND NAVY. 


Protests against crippling the Army and 
Navy through reduction of appropriations 
in Congress continue to pour into Wash- 
jngton from the Middle West, the territory 
the pacifists claimed as their stronghold. 
In addition to the hundred or more cham- 
pers of commerce in the Mississippi val- 
ley which have passed resolutions protest- 
ing against radical cuts in our armed 
forces, the Chamber of Commerce of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, has passed a forceful and 
clear-cut resolution which has been sent 
to the President and the Senators and 
Representatives in Congress from Ohio, 
requesting their careful consideration of 
the opinion expressed on behalf of the 
members of its organization. : 

The resolution charges that the drastic 
reduction in the Army which is provided 
for in H.R. 10871 is not and has not been 
demanded by any large or responsible ele- 
ment of the people of the United States. 

That if the proposed decrease in the 
Army is adopted the result will be that 
such heavy reduction in the size of the 
Army and the expenditures of the War 
Department will nullify and destroy the 
first consistent military policy ever adopt- 
ed by the United States. 

That, if the proposed, reduction in the 
naval establishment should be adopted, it 
would impair or nullify the leadership and 
prestige which the United States has 
earned and is now enjoying among the 
powers of the world, as the result of our 
part in the World War and as the fruit 
of the recent disarmament conference in 
which our leadership was fully recognized. 

That there is nothing to be found in 
world conditions at the present time which 
justifies the prediction or assumption that 
any nation can be secure without thorough 
preparation for defense against aggression, 
and that the United States cannot enjoy 
security for its business interests or safety 
for its nationals except by the maintenance 
of a military and naval establishment 
whose efficiency for its size shall be second 
to none, 

That while it earnestly desires economy 
in the administration of the Government, 
it does not want it at the expense of either 
safety or national prestige. 

A similar resolution has been passed by 
the Public Affairs Committee of the Union 
League Club of Chicago. This resolution 
also has been sent to the President, the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
the @enators and Representatives from 
Illinois, the Secretaries of War and Navy 
and General Pershing. 


ARMY AND MARINE CORPS 
AVIATORS KILLED IN FALL. 

Capt. George S. V. Little, Air Ser., U.S. 
A., and Sergt. James L. Johnson, Air Ser., 
U.S.A., from Kelly Field, San Antonio, 
were killed at Dallas, Texas, April 16, 
when the airplane in which they were rid- 
ing went into a nose dive at a height of 
about 100 feet. 

Captain Little, it is thought, was pilot- 
ing the machine. The accident occurred 
near a private landing field and it is be- 
lieved the aviators intended to make a 
landing when the plane dropped to the 
ground, 

Captain Little was born in Canada, June 
30, 1898, and was an honor graduate of 
St. John’s School, Manlins, N.Y., and held 
the degree of A.B. and LL.B., Syracuse 
University. He entered the Infantry sec- 
tion of the O-R.C. in May, 1917, and was 
appointed in the Regular Army as a second 
lieutenant in October, 1917.- During the 
World War he served as a temporary cap- 
tain of Infantry. He reached the grade 
of captain in the Regular Army in July, 
1920, and was transferred to the Air Ser- 
vice in September, 1920. 

First Lieut. Earl M. Randall, 2d Lieut. 
Duncan W. Lewis and Pvt. Joseph J. 
Dhooghe, U.S.M.C., were all killed on 
April 17 in a collision of airplanes at the 
camp of the Marines at Quantico, Va., 
while the planes were engaged in battle 
practice. 

Lieutenant Randall was alone in a Ger- 

man Fokker plane and Lieutenant Lewis 
aud Private Dhooghe were in a Voight 
plane, with Lewis as pilot and Private 
Dhooge as observer. 

The planes, while maneuvering to get 
above each other at an altitude of between 
3,000 and 4,000 feet, came close together 
and locked wings. The crash tore a wing 
from each plane and the planes turned 
sideways and plunged earthward. None 
of the three men had the faintest chance 
for his life.

With this background, and the true sense 
of values, he describes the flight from Omsk,

Soviet Russia. The book is illustrated. 
America in the World War, by Col. P. S. 
Bond and Col. C. O. Sherrill. (George Banta 


Publishing Co.) This book is the summary of 
the achievements of the United States in the 
war with Germany. It is a romance in figures, 
with numerous tables, diagrams and maps; a 
brief history and chronology of the conflict ; a 
description of the weapons and fighting meth- 
ods of modern war, and the insignia of the 
American divisions, in colors. It 
from many official and unofficial sources by 
the authors, and is dedicated to the American 
soldier. The publication is issued with the 
eonsent of the War Department, and is both 
interesting and authentic. 





Questions and Answers 








Questions having to do with military or naval 
matters will be answered in this department as 
soon as possible after their receipt, or, oo 
space, by mail, provided a stamped, eelf- 
dressed envelope is sent. Communications must 
in all cases be signed, giving the correct name 
and address of the inquirer. 
asks: I am on inactive list in U.S. 
Fleet Naval Reserve and would like to know 
what my rights are in regard to medical at- 
tendance. I was hurt in an automobile accident 
and was taken to the State Hospital, Scranton, 
Pa., for temporary treatment. The next day I 
reported by telephone to the Navy Recruiting 
Station in Scranton, Pa., and asked the Navy 
docter to come and see me. He refused, stating 
that I was out of the Navy and was not en- 
titled to medical attention from a Navy doctor. 
I was then taken to a private hospital at my 
own expense. Could I collect what it cost me 
in the private hospital? ; ’ 

Answer: Your question is answered in the 
negative. You are entitled to medical treatment 
only when on active duty. Being on an in- 
active status, the Navy medical officer was under 
ho obligation to treat you. 

CONSTANT READER—Applications are be- 
ing received and accepted from those men who 
declined the warrant officer grade and who had 
resigned, but were still in the Service; _with 
the provision attached that they had_ originally 
been selected by the board for appointment to 
this grade. Another offer was sent out which 
is extended to June 30, 1922. If you wish to 
be placed on the eligible list for warrant offi- 
eer make application. For your information, 
however, the new bill reduces the number of 
Warrant officers to 600, nearly half of what it 
is at present, and if this should pass there will 
be no vacancies in the warrant officer grade for 
a few years: 

O. C. G. asks: A soldier holding the rank of 
Ist sergeant is discharged to accept a commis- 
sion as 2d lieutenant of Infantry, which rank 
he holds throughout the late war. After the 
war he is discharged for convenience of Govy- 
ernment and re-enlists with rank held prior to 
acceptance ‘of commission, in accordance with 
W.D. orders. Does his 1st sergeancy date back 
to the original date of appointment prior to 
acceptance of. commission on previous enlistment 
or to date of re-enlistment after discharge from 
commission ? 

Answer: First sergeancy would date back to 
the original date of appointment prior to the 
acceptance of the commission. 

READER asks: A paragraph in the Journal 
States that the pay bill will not operate to 
feduce the pay of any officer in the Service be- 
low the 1908 pay basis. If this is_so, how do 
they figure my case, as I figure $1,737 to be 
My pay under the act? This pay would reduce 
me $40 under my pay as a second lieutenant 
When I re-entered the Service. 

Answer: As the Journal understands your 
letter, you do not, take into consideration your 
Subsistence allowance, which would add to your 
base pay of $1.500,: which would make a total 
of $1,719. Adding your rental allowance "of 
$480, it would make your total pay $2,199,

Nov. 1, 1918, discharged April 22, 
1919, as 2d lieutenant; recommissioned Nov, 
11, 1920, 2d lieutenant; promoted to Ist lieu- 
tenant March 19, 1921. Commission dated from 
July 1, 1920. Will I under the new tables of 
pay draw $2,000 as base pay with ration in 
addition, or will my base pay be $1,500 and 
rations in addition, or will my pay including 
base and ration be $2,000? I have a wife and 
two children. 

Answer: As the bill is pending now, your 
base pay would be $1,500 plus your rental and 
subsistence allowances, which would be $480 
and $299, respectively. This bill is subject 
to amendments up to the time that it goes to 
the President for signature, but it is believed 
that it will pass in its present form. 

OLD SOLDIER—Relative to your question, 
Par. 35, Cir. 296, W.D., Nov. 12, 1921, reads: 
“Clothing which the enlisted man can establish 
to the satisfaction of the commanding officer 
as having been acquired from his own funds, 
and which was found in his possession at the 
inventory taken about Oct. 1, 1921, may be re- 
tained by the enlisted man. This clothing will 
not be taken up on the clothing account to form 
part of the initial alowance and will be disre- 
garded entirely in determining the amount of 
clothing issued to the soldier to complete his 
initial equipment.” 

E. B. W.—Your enlistment expiring in July 
of this year, it would be customary for you 


lieutenant 


to put your request in for transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve at sixteen years about June 1 or 


15, through proper channels. 


J. V. H. asks: (1) I enlisted on Nov. 23, 
1920. DoTI get upon discharge the $90 bonus? 
(2) On Oct. 1, 1921, the clothing allowance 
started. The initial allowance was $122.40. 


The total of my allowance came to $55.75. Do 
I get the difference to my credit, or do I lose 
that upon discharge? 

Answer: (1) If you enlisted for three years 
on date stated you are entitled to the $90 bonus 
upon discharge. (2) War Department Cirs. 
169, 224 and 296 prescribe that you must draw 
all clothing and maintain them in a serviceable 
condition, which is prescribed in Equipment A 
and B, Table I, with certain limitations for 
those troops stationed in the tropics. Part of 
Par. 7, Cir. 224, reads: “Clothing left in the 
possession of the enlisted man, and also that 
issued to him to complete the shortages in his 
initial allowance, as disclosed by the inventory 
and inspection, will be charged to him on his 
clothing account, if new when originally issued 
to the enlisted man, at current cost price; if 
reclaimed when originally issued to the enlisted 
man, at fifty per cent. of current cost price.” 
Savings will be the difference between the money 
value of clothing drawn and the initial allow- 
ance, but if the circulars have been carried 
out you will find that there will not be much, if 
any, coming to you, as it is figured down to a 
fine point as to how much clothing you will 
actually need in your enlistment, 

_ G. W. G.—The 9th Field Artillery is now 
inactive. Its active associate is the 17th, 
stationed at Camp Bragg, N.C. 

C. P. §. asks: I should have been dis- 
charged Sept. 3, 1922, in completing three- 
year enlistment, but took my discharge for 
purpose of enlisting for three years more for- 
(1) 
Am I entitled to saving on the clothing allow- 
ance $24? (2) Travel pay to my home in 
Michigan, or‘a bonus of any kind? Have been 
in the Service continuously since September, 
1903—eighteen years and five months. 

Answer: (1) If the clothing issued to you 
has been done so according to Circulars 169, 
224 and 296 and there is a credit to your ac- 
count, you will be entitled to it; however, for 
your information if these circulars are obeyed 
to the letter you will find that there will be 
little, if any, money due you. (2) Yes, you 
would be entitled to land transportation from 
Coblenz to Antwerp and from Hoboken to your 
home in Michigan. No bonus is due you. 

Cc. C. C. asks: An officer, retired, is ordered 
to active duty from place of retirement, with- 
out having elected a place as his home. When 
he returns to an inactive status, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he has been on active duty 
for more than a year, is he entitled to trans- 
portation for baggage and mileage to the place 
he may elect as his home? 

Answer: Yes. 

L. A. G@.—Relative to your question, G.O. 
63, W.D., Nov. 25, 1916, par. IV., reads: ‘‘So 
much of par. II., G.O. 206, W.D., 1905, as 
requires a statement showing whether or not 
the soldier’s service during the enlistment 
from which he is discharged has been honest 
and faithful to be noted on his descriptive list 
and discharge certificate, and on rolls and re- 
turns, is rescinded.’’ 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL, 


Two insurance claims decided against the 
claimants follow: 

A lieutenant who entered the Service June 
21, 1917, applied for $10,000 insurance Jan. 
31, 1918, but made no payment of premium. 
He was discharged Dec. 11, 1918, and died 
March 18, 1919, at which time Service pay to 
amount of $114.85 was due him. The Comp- 
troller rules that his insurance was of no effect 
or it lapsed upon his failure to pay the first 
premivm within the required time or have it 
deducted from his pay, he being an officer 
char with the duty of making up his own 
monthly pay voucher. The insurance, not 
having been reinstated prior to his death, was 
not in effect when he died. 

The second case was that of a member of 
the Naval Reserve Force who on Dec. 6, 1917, 
took out $5,000 insurance and whose applica- 
tion for insurance contained. authorization for 
monthly deduction from his Pay or deposits of 
the amount premiums as they became due, 
unless they were otherwise paid. He was re- 
leased from active duty Sept. 30, 1919, and 
was discharged April 5, 1920. It appears that 
after his release from active duty he made no 
payment of premium, nor did he direct the 
application of his retainer’ pay to that pur- 
pose. He accepted payments of his retainer 
pay in May, July and October, 1919, and Jan. 
15, 1920, and check for retainer pay due on 
final account was drawn Dec. 8, 1920, but was 
not accepted because of death of the insured 
on July 10, 1920. The Comptroller General 
says: ‘“‘It is clear, I think, that this insured 
had dropped his insurance by intentionally al- 
lowing it to lapse after his discharge from 
active service. Assuming that the authoriza- 
tion for monthly deductions from pay was in- 
tended to cover deductions from retainer pay 
if necessary, the action of the insured in ac- 
cepting payment in full of his retainer pay at 
times when premiums were due and ‘unpaid 
and unprovided for, must be taker as’ either a 
breach or a revocation of the authorization.’’ 


An officer of the Navy was tried by general 
court-martial on the charge of embezzlement, 
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was found guilty but unanimously recom- 
mended to the clemency of the reviewing au- 
thority ‘‘in consideration of his long service, 
spotless record, excellent reputation for hon- 
esty and integrity, the absence of any testi- 
mony indicating that he converted these funds 
to his own use or profited by them in any 
way: or that he was careless or negligent in 
handling Government funds; and the proba- 
bility as shown by the evidence that these 
funds were taken by parties other than the 
accused.’’ 

The Secretary of the Navy approved the 
findings of guilty, but reduced the sentence as 
to loss of pay and numbers. The amount of 
disallowance set out on the account current 
for the period Oct. 1, 1919-Oct. 31, 1919, and 
standing as a suspension against this officer 
was $12,879.98. 

The Secretary on Feb. 28, 1922, sent to the 
General Accounting Office a letter certifyin, 
‘*that the loss or deficiency below mention 
occurred without fault or negligence on the 
part of the officer concerned and that this 
officer was in the line of his duty when such 
loss or deficiency occurred. In view of such 
facts and of the authority in me vested by the 
act of July 11, 1919, I request that credit be 
made in the accounts of this officer . .. 
$12,879.98.’ 

The Comptroller says: ‘‘The officer having 
been found guilty of embezzlement after trial 
and the Secretary of the Navy having approved 
the finding, the matter is not one to which the 
act of 1919 relates and the effect ef the court- 
martial finding and approval cannot be set 
aside by a certificate under said statute.’’ 


A major of the Ordnance Reserve Corps, 
discharged, requested revision of a disallow- 
ance of his claim for longevity pay, in which 
he wished to include for the purpose of his 
war pay credit, as a National Guardsman, his 
three years eleven months’ service in the Vet- 
eran Corps of Artillery of the state of New 
York. The Comptroller General says: ‘‘The 
uoted report of the Adjutant General of New 
ork and the statement of Chief of Militia 
Bureau are to the effect that neither the state 
nor the Federal Government recognizes the 
Veteran Corps of Artillery as a part of the 
National Guard or the Organized Militia of 


New York. It was not called into Federal 
service nor were its individual members 


drafted during the World War, and before it 
is used as a state force upon the call of the 
Executivé, its members must execute an en- 
listment. Such service, if such it may be 
called, may not be counted for longevity pur- 
poses.’’ 





Organizations of the National Guard attend- 
ing encampments are entitled to the same pay, 
sobelisteuna: and traasportation as officers and 
mén of ‘corresponding gradés of the Regular 
Army. . Qualification as a gunner is not a 
*‘grade'’ and the increased pay provided 
therefor by law and regulations is temperary 
and personal to the individual. It is no more 
payable to members of an organization’ of the 
National Guard attending an encampment un- 
der See. 94, N.D.A., says the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, than is increased pay for length of ser- 
vice, which is also personal to each individual. 


An: order of retirement in the case of an 
Army officer directed travel from San. Fran- 
cisco to his home, Washington. The shortest 
usually traveled route is by rail between these 
two points. The officer elected to make the 
journey by Government transport by water via 
the Panama Canal; The Comptroller says that 
this does not prejudice his right to mileage 
over the shortest usually traveled route, but 
the Government having furnished transporta- 
tion for a distance greater than the actual 
distance between the two points, there must 
be deducted from the mileagesas computed .fer 
travel over tke’ shortest usually traveled route 
three cents per mile for the entire distance by

A man enlisted in 1899, giving his residence 


as Boston. He was discharged in 1902. En- 
listed in the Philippines in 1914, giving his 
residence as Batangas, P.I. He was discharged 


in 1921. He asks travel pay Presidio of 
Monterey to Boston, submitting affidavits tend- 
ing to establish the fact that he resided. at 
Boston for four or five years prior to his en- 
listment of 1899. The Comptroller points out 
that claimant was not in the Army March 29, 
1902-Sept. 9, 1914; nor does *he submit any 
evidence as to his whereabouts during that 
period. Since he gave Batangas as his home 
on his enlistment of 1914, that must be con- 
sidered his bona fide home on his discharge in 
1921, in the absence of any evidence 

the re-establishment of his home at Boston. 


OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE 
GENERAL, U.S. NAVY. 


The Judge Advocate Genera! of the Navy has 
recently rendered an opinion of importance to 
those former temporary and Reserve officers who 
have been permanently appointed such commis- 
sioned warrant and warrant. ranks 
from which is dependent upon the requirement 


of certain years of service. 

In his opinion the J Advocate General 
holds that: “(a) An individual who was origi- 
rary commissioned officer and upon the termina- 
tion of his temporary commission was warrante 
permanent warrant officer may not count hi 
Fo hen as a ng ge 2 t 
etermining the six years’ lor prome 
tion to chief warrant Silicer. Wellies may such 
individual, upon subsequent promotion to chief 
warrant officer, count his under a 
rary commission, in compu his 
for advancement to the pay ary AR, (ig.
